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The San Jose Mercury News re- 
cently ran a diagram showing pro- 
posed alterations to the Santa Clara 
County Fairground facilities where 
the San Jose Mile is held. The 
proposal calls for changes that 
include a parking lot on portions of 
the existing mile oval that will 
eliminate mile racing at the facil- 
ity. The plan includes a new half- 
mile horse racing track in front of a 
new grandstand along with a new 
turfclub. Apparently, Sacramento 
has agreed to horse racing at the 
fairgrounds while the Santa Clara 
County Board of Supervisors is 
split at 2-2 with one member un- 
decided. 


The U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission’s ATV Task Force is 


- testing various ATVs for response to 


terrain features. The ATVs are ridden 
across two six-inch-deep and 12-inch- 
wide parallel ditches, spaced 
about wheelbase-length apart; high- 
speed cameras record what the ATVs 
do when they hit the ditches at var- 
ious speeds in first and second gears. 
The information will be used to for- 
mulate performance criteria to be 
included in a voluntary standard for 
ATVs. Riders used in the tests are 
Nick Marchica, Roy Deppa, and Jim 
Bradley of the CPSC ATV Task Force. 


The next voluntary standards 
meeting between CPSC staffers 
and representatives of ATV manu- 
facturers will be held October 15 
in Costa Mesa, California and will 
include a presentation on ATV test- 
ing by Dr. David Weir, Technical 
Director of Dynamic Research, 
Inc., asouthern California consult- 
ing firm. More information is avail- 
able from the Specialty Vehicle 
Institute of America (SVIA) at 714/ 
241-9256. 


The White House has nominated 
Commissioner Carol G. Dawson for 
a full seven-year term on the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission. 
Dawson has been a force for reason 
during the CPSC’s ongoing investi- 
gation of ATVs, in contrast to Stuart 
“Ban 'em’” Statler’s frequent demands 
for a ban and recall of ATVs. 


` Vetter Products, JT Racing and 


SuperTrapp have combined to form 
a dealer direct sales program 
known as ‘Ready to Ride.” The 
reasons for the move, according 
to Terry Lee, president of Vetter 
Products, is to enable all three 
companies to expand their sales 
efforts faster, to use more profes- 
sional methods and to have a bet- 
ter relationship with their dealers. 


Husqvarna motorcycles have been 
named as the official motorcycle of 
the January 12 Whiskey Pete World 
Championship Hare and Hound. 
During the race, 1986 Husky 510 
four-strokes will be used by race offi- 
cials. 


Bobby Schwartz will return from 
England to defend his California 
Speedway Championship at Inland 
Motorcycle Speedway in San Ber- 





nardino on September 28. The 
Coors Skydiving Team and Wheel- 
ie King Doug Domokos will also 
display their talents; for more infor- 
mation call 818/446-0969. 


According to the AMA, the Stockton, 
California regional dirt track sche- 
duled for October 13 has been can- 
celled due to horsemen leasing the 
facility for their winter training 
ground. 


Defending National Champion 
Terry Cunningham (Hus) won the 
September 15 Black Coal National 
Enduro in Lynnville, Indiana. Cun- 
ningham lost 19 points en route to 
the win. Second overall went to 
Randy Hawkins (Hus) with 21 
points. Dave Bertram (Hus), Jim 
Stanfield (Hus) and Rick Scharp- 
horn (Hus) rounded out the top 
five with scores of 23, 24 and 25, 
respectively. 


California’s Governor George Deuk- 
mejian signed Assembly Bill 412 dur- 
ing the week of September 13. The 
new law provides self-funding from 
motorcycle registrations for increased 
availability of training facilities and 
motorist awareness programs regard- 
ing motorcycle interaction in traffic. 
The AMA and the Motorcycle Safety 
Foundation supported the bill that 
will raise registration $2 while hav- 
ing the overall objective of reducing 
motorcycle accidents. 


Bubba Shobert’s third place finish 
in the September 15 San Jose Mile 
not only clinched the Camel Pro 
Series title for Shobert, but also 
earned him the top payoff in the 
$50,000 Stroh Mile Series. Sho- 
bert will pick up a check for 
$20,000 from the Stroh point fund 
for his hard work. 


Cycle Performance (Yam), with Ron 
Ewerth, Mike Harth, and Dean Swims 
handling the riding, topped the Sep- 
tember 14 WERA National Cham- 
pionship Endurance Road Race Ser- 
ies round at Faulkville, Georgia's 
Roebling Road Raceway. Cycle Per- 
formance covered 462 miles in 220 
laps during the six-hour race, which 
was red-flagged when 10 bikes crashed 
on oil,.including Speed Boys (Yam) 
and Team Hammer (Suz). Team 
Savannah (Hon), the runner-up, also 
finished 220 laps. Solmax Racing 
USA (Yam) placed third overall with 
213 laps. 


According to a press release on 
Western Eastern Roadracers’ Asso- 
ciation (WERA) letterhead, as of 
Friday, September 13, the Motor- 
sport Organization Management 
(M.O.M.) has assumed manage- 
ment of WERA. M.O.M. is des- 
cribed as being a “consortium of 
present officials and riders in 
WERA .. .” Also announced was 
the resignation of WERA president 
Bonnie Buecker, and the appoint- 
ment Evelyn Pritz as managing 
director. 


American Honda, along with two 
Utah motorcycle dealerships — Plaza 
Cycle and Western Honda — recently 
donated nearly $100,000 in equipment 
to Utah State Parks and Recreation. 
Included were three and four-wheeled 
vehicles which will be used by state 
park employees to patrol and clean 
up recreation areas. 


The Owyhee Motorcycle Club in 
Idaho has recently come up with a 
low-cost class for older machines. 
The new ‘Super Bike’ class is for 
80cc two-strokes and 125cc four- 
strokes that have 17-inch or larger 





wheels, weigh a minimum of 375 
pounds with the rider on board 
and the rider must be at least 18 
years old. The class will run at 
weekly Tuesday night events at 
O.M.C. Raceway. 


Ron Lechien has inked a two-year 
contract with Kawasaki, but he will 
be aboard a Team Honda mount 
until mid-October. “Honda won’t 
release him from his contract until 
after the (October 13) Japan Grand 
Prix,” said Kawasaki team manager 
Roy Turner, “since the race carries a 
lot of prestige in Japan and Honda 
obviously wants to ‘save face,’ which 
I can understand. We’re not worried; 
we've signed him and since he’s only 
18, he still has a lot of good years left.” 


“‘! really wanted to stay with 
Honda,” said Ron Lechien in regard 
to his switch to the Kawasaki camp, 
“but Kawasaki made an offer of 
much better money than the offer 
Honda had made. Honda’s offer 
was atake-it-or-leave-it thing, and 
they weren't willing to compro- 
mise. | don’t like to have to switch 
teams every two years because 
you have to learn how to ride the 
new machinery, but | really had 
no other choice. And since the 
production rule will be used next 
year (in Nationals as well as super- 
cross), having a good bike under 
me was a consideration; Kawasaki 
appears to have better production 
1986 bikes than Honda.” 


Lechien’s switch to Kawasaki came 
as a surprise to most, including his 
tuner of the past two years, Chris 
Haines. “Ronnie told me about it as 
we boarded a jet headed for the super- 
cross in Sweden,” said Haines. “Until 
then, I didn’t know he was even talk- 
ing with Kawasaki.” Lechien and 
Haines arrived in Gothenburg, 
Sweden, for the August 30 opening 
round of the Rodil Trophy Super- 
cross Series, and Lechien took his 
Honda to the win over fellow Cali- 
fornian Jim Holley (Yam). 


The opening ceremonies at the 
September 8 Motocross des 
Nations held in Gaildorf, West Ger- 
many, were extravagant. In addi- 
tion to the usual color guards and 
marching bands, a rocket was set 
off as each team was introduced. 
As that particular country’s nation- 
al anthem was played, the nose 
cone of the rocket popped off and 
a large flag of the country unfurled 
and floated over the facility. As 
the winners of the 1984 event, the 
United States team was the first of 
the 21 teams to be so honored. 


Chuck Stearns, the first and only 
American to start and finish (fifth) at 
the 6500-mile Paris-to-Dakar rally, 
was taken ill shortly after the race this 
year while in Europe. He checked 
into a hospital in Paris, France, in 
May where he was diagnosed as hav- 
ing leukemia. A month later, he re- 
turned to his home in California and 
has been in the hospital almost con- 
stantly ever since. Stearns said in a 
telephone conversation that he’s feel- 
ing pretty good and has lots of energy. 
He is 35 pounds underweight but is 
slightly gaining it back. He also said 
he is “definitely improving and 
should be out of the hospital in two 
weeks.” Cards and letters can be sent 
to him at the Newhall Hospital, 18941 
Cedar Valley Way, Newhall, Cali- 
fornia 91321. 


Mulkey ORV MX Park in McMinn- 
ville, Oregon, will stop hosting

The easterly access to the Quail 
Canyon MX and Grand Prix facili- 
ties in Gorman, California has been 
closed to daily public use. The clo- 
sure that became effective on August 
26 makes access to the facilities from 
the I-5/Quail Lake Road and Hungry 
Valley Road off-ramps unaccessible 
for daily use. Quail Canyon, how- 
ever, remains accessible to off-road 
vehicles by way of designated trails 
from within Hungry Valley. Racing 
in Gorman is not affected by the clo- 
sure.

Save dirt track 


Professional dirt track motorcycle 
racing is dying of cancer. Up-and- 
coming racers have no place to race. 
At the rate we’re going, there will bea 
lack of top-rated Experts to ride at 
Nationals in the very near future. 

There are few racers because there 
are fewer races. Why? Mainly money. 
Who has it? Not the riders or the 
clubs trying to keep racing alive. 
Promoters of Camel Pro Racing and 
the AMA are soaking us and killing 
our sport. We need to do something 
now to change things or there will be 
no racing anywhere. Racing is for 
racers and fans. It’s our game and we 
should have more say in it than R.J. 
Reynolds, the AMA, or the factories 
involved in racing. 

Promoters should be allowed 
National sanctions only if they pro- 
mote no less than five non-national 
races near the area of the National 
race. If promoters don’t want to spend 
a little to get a lot, give the Nationals 
back to the clubs like Mount Saint 
Helens Motorcycles Club in Çastle 
Rock, Washington. These fine peo- 
ple give a lot to motorcycle enthusi- 
asts by providing a place to race each 
week. A National race draws the 
revenue the club needs to finance the 
whole non-National racing season. 
The major difference between prom- 
oters and clubs is that promoters keep 
their money, clubs spend it on racers 
and fans. Clubs lose money on local 
races and pay for them with the 
revenue from National events. The 
AMA needs. to give racing back to 
clubs or promoters that will invest in 
the future of racing by providing 
local events. 

Another area that needs attention 
is equipment and its cost. Expert rac- 
ers will agree that having three dif- 
ferent motorcycles to race is enough 
to keep only the richest of. racers 
competitive. Constant rules that 
change the equipment enacted by the 
AMA make motorcycles impossible 
to sell and uncompetitive. You can- 
not sell them and you cannot ride 
them and win. Let’s have a 600cc 
single-cylinder format for all forms 
of racing. More riders could then 
afford to be competitive in all forms 
of racing. To ensure that factories 





didn’t get too far ahead insist on a 
$5000 claiming rule. Novices should 
return to a 250cc limit as this is less 
expensive than the present format. 
These are the kinds of changes to be 
made in equipment instead of worry- 
ing about where to put the letter on 
the number plate. 

We need more races and more racers. 
Racers and fans unite! Get us our 
racing back. Write to the AMA and 
voice your opinion and your ideas.

Yama-bashing 


I notice in recent issues that a bit of 
“Yamaha-bashing”’ is taking place, 
this in response to the protest filed by 
Yamaha in regards.to the supercross 
championship. I’m no great Yamaha 
freak, but I'd like to remind the read- 
ers of this fact. 

In 1983, with nothing to win and 
all to lose, Yamaha and “King” Kenny 
Roberts (as well as Eddie Lawson) came 
back from the 500cc wars to contest 
Laguna Seca. Honda and Spencer 
did not show, one assumes to test for 
an upcoming road race. At the time, 
everyone knew that Roberts would 
be retiring, and that 1983 was his last 
chance to regain the title and go out 
the champ he is. Yamaha and Honda 
were neck-and-neck in the standings 
(you will recall that was the year 
Spencer won by out-berserking 
Roberts in the last corner of the last 
road race). In other words, Yamaha 
and Roberts had every reason to not 
show upat Laguna Seca. I mean, you 
have to believe they wanted nothing 
more than to win that last 500cc title. 

What’s more, Roberts suffered a dis- 
located chain at the start of the first 
heat and didn’t even run that race. So 
going into the second heat, there was 
no way Yamaha and Roberts could 
win, Mamola having wiped out the 
field in the first heat (and Lawson 
having also lost his chain). But instead 
of finding some excuse not to run 
number two, Roberts went out there 
and won the heat, although not the 
race, due to Mamola’s second place, 
and first overall. He also demon- 
strated that had no chain problems 
occurred, he and Yamaha would have 





walked away with another Laguna 
Seca win. And when the victory car 
came around, I think the fans were 
cheering Roberts for his great heart 
as much as Mamola for his win. 

I mention this to illustrate that, 
sure, racing sometimes makes people 
do stupid things (like inconsistently 
apply rules . . .), but it also shows 
some of the better parts of a corpora- 
tion, and an athlete. I don’t like 
Yamaha protesting the Pasadena inci- 
dent, but I think if any blame is to be 
cast, it must rest upon the AMA, not 
on Yamaha. As far as this motorcy- 
clist is concerned, Yamaha has al- 
ready demonstrated that the fans are 
more important than any race.

More JT on Ward (Glover) 


We at JT are not poor losers. We 
have worked together with Jeff Ward 
and Broc Glover for many years — 
way back to their minibike days — 
and we hold both riders in high 
regard, both personally and profes- 
sionally. Either rider could have won 
the Rose Bowl on any given evening. 
Their abilities are the best in the 
world! 

However, contrary to what you 
may perceive, our position on the 
outcome of the race is not to gain an 
advertising advantage. Rather it is to 
support a rider who is a member of 
our team this year and who we felt 
was dealt an unfair blow by the 
referee. 

In 1981, Mark Barnett was leading 
in points in the Trans-Am series 
when at the final event he developed 
a clutch problem and turned around 
on the track to re-enter the pits in 
order for his mechanic to fix the 
problem. Because he went in the 
reverse direction of the track, he was 
disqualified from the entire meet and 
lost the championship. 

In 1983 at the Saddleback National, 
Danny “Magoo” Chandler was dis- 
qualified from the entire meet when 
he got his bike sideways on a 45° 
double-jump uphill and restarted by 
going down the hill. There was no 
humanly-possible way to get the bike 
going uphill. 

In 1985 Broc Glover was disquali- 
fied from the U.S. Carlsbad GP from 
falling and getting his bike started by 
going in the wrong direction on the 
track. He was not fined. Disqualified. 

At the Rose Bowl, in the fourth 
heat which included Glover, Ward, 
and Lechien, Jeff Ward fell and bump- 
started his bike by going the reverse 
direction on the track. He was penal- 
ized one lap — which is not the rule 
for going in the reverse direction — 
and fined. Jeff did not qualify in that 
heat regardless of the unexplained 
one-lap penalty. He would have had 
to ride the next semi-final anyway 
because of his results, so the one lap 
penalty was in fact no penalty at all. 

All we are saying is that it is our 
opinion that by the AMA rules and 
by the above mentioned precedents 
that have been set, (one which includ- 
ed disqualifying Glover this season), 
all riders must be penalized equally.

Graham wins, Shobert 
takes championship

SAN JOSE, CA, SEPT. 15 

It turned out to be a perfect day for Team 
Honda as Ricky Graham edged out Harley 
Davidson’s Scott Parker for the win in the 
San Jose Stroh’s Mile and Graham’s team- 


AMA Grand National Cham- 


mate Bubba Shobert cruised in | 
pionship. 


6 for third to clinch the 1985 








For Graham it was a come-from- 
behind win after a poor start, for 
Parker another close second place, 
and for Shobert a 17th trip to a mile 
winner's circle and, more importantly, 
his first National Championship. Ted 
Boody, the only rider with any chance 
of stopping Shobert’s championship 
rampage, couldn’t put together the 
perfect effort that was needed to stop 
the Texan and wound up in 10th 
place. Parker's third-place finish put 
him one point ahead of Doug Chand- 
ler for third in series points. 

Fourth place went to rookie Expert 
Chris Carr on the R&B Harley David- 
son while Wayne Rainey turned in 
his best-ever National dirt track fin- 
ish with fifth place on his Mert 
Lawwill-prepared Harley Davidson. 
Alex Jorgensen and his Pioneer Truck 
Lines-sponsored RS750 Honda 
nipped Rodney Farris (H-D) to take 
sixth. 

Time trials 

Graham proved to be the fastest 
man on the Santa Clara County Fair- 
grounds’ oval after posting a 37.069- 
second qualifying time, just off his 
36.996-second San Jose record lap. 
Jorgensen qualified second with a 
37.234-second lap. Carr was the first 
non-Honda qualifier in third, fol- 
lowed by road racer Rainey. Although 
Rainey’s Harley still showed signs of 
wobbling, Lawwill has apparently 
worked out most of the handling 
problems that have plagued the team 
most of this season. 

Boody nipped Shobert for the fifth 
fastest time, 37.418 to 37.465, and the 
duo was followed by Jay Springsteen, 
Michael Manning and Scott Pearson. 
Parker was over a full second slower 
than Graham and back in 27th spot; 
Edward Braasch III was the final 
rider in the 46-entry field to qualify, 
at 39.777. 

Heats 

When heat one finally rolled off 
the line after extra track preparation, 
Eric Rausch’s Harley led into the first 
turn. His lead was short-lived, how- 
ever, as both Springsteen and Gra- 
ham shot by on the outside in turn 
two. Graham pulled out of Spring- 


steen’s draft and into the lead on thee 
s 


backstretch and took Rodney Farri 
with him. At the start/finish line, it 
was Graham, Farris, Springsteen, 
Rausch and Mike Garnson. 

Farris was giving the two veterans 
a run and took the lead going into 





turn three on the second lap. Graham 


and Springsteen weren’t easy prey 


` and the trio ended the second lap 


three abreast. Graham used his hor- 
sepower advantage to gain the point 
position on the backstraight and im- 
mediately opened up a lead. While 
Graham was on his way to posting 
the day's fastest heat race, Spring- 
steen had his hands full. On the last 
lap, Springsteen grabbed second going 
into turn three, but Farris shot by at 
the finish to take second by a wheel- 
length. 

The second heat was all Jorgensen. 
Hank Scott, however, grabbed the 
holeshot into turn one, but lost the 
lead to Steve Eklund in turn two. But 
at the end of the first lap, Jorgensen 
had put himself in the top spot and 
started to put distance on the field. 
The other two transfers were still very 
much in doubt as Eklund, Pearson 
and Jimmy Filice — riding a Honda 
for the first time as a new member of 
the Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp 


Racing team — were three abreast 
going into turn three on the third 
lap. 


Midseason point-leader Chandler 
was having problems getting things 
together and found himself midpack. 
Filice disposed of Pearson and Eklund 
and started making an effort to catch 
Jorgy. Pearson had gotten the better 
of Eklund and suddenly became an- 
other threat to Jorgensen’s lead. The 
veteran, however, held off the chal- 
lenge and took the win with Filice 
nipping Pearson for second. Eklund 
cruised in with a lonely fourth place 
while Chandler edged Garth Brow 
for fifth. 

Shobert and Carr showed a glimpse 
of coming attractions with a good 
battle in heat three. Shobert grabbed 
the lead in turn one and looked set for 
a runaway win, but on lap four Carr 
started to reel-in the Honda pilot. 
While Shobert and Carr were both 
sure bets for a transfer, nothing was 
certain in the battle for third, the 
final direct transfer spot. 

Randy Goss, Don Howard and 
Parker were in a heated battle for the 
first seven laps until Goss pulled in 
with a sick bike at the beginning of 
lap eight. The three-rider battle was 
reduced to a two-man duel, but in the 
end, it was Parker taking the final 
transfer. Up front, Carr was right on 
Shobert, and on the last lap made an 
effort to get by in turns three/four, 
but the rookie couldn't get by at the 
finish line. 

The final heat saw Rainey score his 
second heat-race win in two weeks 
and the first of the day for Harley- 
Davidson. Boody grabbed the hole- 
shot into turn one, but at the end of 
the first lap, it was two-time Camel 
Pro Series road race winner Rainey in 
command. Rainey took the win ahead 
of Boody, but the AMA needed to use 
its new video camera to decide the 
final transfer. When the tape was 
reviewed, it was Roger Thompson 
(H-D) edging out Steve Morehead. 


Semis 

Five riders were going for the two 
transfers at the end of the first lap in 
the opening semi. Chandler led across 
the line followed by Pete Hames, 
Garth Brow, Tom Maitland and Mike 
Garrison. Hames and Chandler 
looked to have the edge on the others, 
and Hames appeared a little stronger 
than Chandler. Maitland joined the 
fray on lap six and both he and 
Hames were pulling Chandler no- 
ticeably coming out of turn two. 
Whatever he was losing in turn two, 
however, Chandler was making up 
in three and four. 

The Team Freddie Spencer/Super- 
Trapp-sponsored rider went into turn 
three real hard on the last lap and 
came out ahead of Maitland and 
almost in front of Hames. Eklund 
was stuck in midpack and ended up

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fifth while Scott finished a disap- 
pointing eighth. 

The second semi pitted Howard 
against Morehead, and it was How- 
ard with the holeshot. At the end of 
the first lap, the action up front was 
tight with Howard leading Morehead, 
Sammy Sweet, Dave Hebb and Chad 
Felicio across the line. 

Howard and Morehead began to 
stretch a lead on the pack and the duo 
were handlebar-to-handlebar on laps 
four through six. Just when More- 
head looked set to make a move, his 
bike coasted toa stop on the start/fin- 
ish line as the pack began lap seven. 
Howard was then able to set it on 
cruise control to take the win over 
Hebb and Sweet. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Sweet led the LCQ into turn one 
followed by Garrison, Eklund and 
Brow. Garrison passed Sweet going 
into turn three on the first lap, but 
Sweet quickly regained the advan- 
tage to start lap three. Suddenly, Mait- 
land came from nowhere to sneak by 
both Garrison and Sweet in turn 
three to take the lead at the halfway 
mark. 

Maitland began to settle into a 
comfortable lead while Sweet, Brow 
and Jon Cornwell battled for second. 
Maitland held on to advance to the 
National while Cornwell took second 
ahead of Eklund and Sweet. 


National 

The scene was set for the 25-lap 
National; Boody would have to put 
in a flawless performance under ex- 
treme pressure to even stand a chance 
of postponing Shobert’s National 
Championship for another week. The 
wind picked up only minutes before 
the start of the National and it was 
something that would play a role in 
the outcome of the race. Drafting out 
of turn four wouldn't be as easy as in 
the heats. 

Farris timed the light perfectly and 
shot into turn one all by himself. 
Rainey nudged himself into second 
with the pack following three and 
four abreast in turn one. At the end of 
the first lap, it was Farris, Rainey, 
Parker (from a second-row start), Sho- 
bert, Carr and Boody. Graham was 
back in the pack after a bad start and 
at this point didn’t seem to be a 
factor. 

Rainey shot by Farris in turn one 
to start the second lap and Parker 








soon followed suit. At the end of 
three laps, Rainey was holding his 
own against Parker with Carr mov- 
ing by Farris, who encountered a 
frightening tank slapper on the front 
straightaway. Farris showed his high 
tolerance for fear as he quickly shot 
by Carr and Rainey to take over 
second place. 

With five laps completed, Graham 
was up to sixth and was making up 
ground in every corner. The top five 
positions were constantly changing 
as first Carr and then Farris would 
put a wheel inside of Parker. By lap 
six, Graham had moved by both Rai- 
ney and Shobert while grabbing 
fourth. On lap seven, the defending 
National Champion was challeng- 
ing Parker for the lead. 

On lap 11, Parker had stretched out 
a lead over Graham and the rest of the 
pack and it looked as though this 
mile would be different from the pre- 
vious photo finishes of the past. Gra- 
ham didn’t seem to be in any hurry 
while taking mental notes of every- 
thing happening in front of him. 
“Sometimes it’s harder to lead these 
things,” Graham said. “I could see 
where his bike was working and 
where it wasn't. I could figure out 
which line was the best in every 
corner.” 

Meanwhile, the race for third was a 
four-man affair. Shobert held the 
third spot at the end of 11 laps, but a 
blanket could have been thrown over 
him, Farris, Carr and Rainey. The 
early conservatism was apparently 
gone from Shobert. “In the begin- 
ning when I was back in the pack, I 
started thinking about points, but 
when these guys started passing me I 
thought ‘Hey, this is stupid’,’’ Sho- 
bert said. 

Shobert definitely didn’t have to 
worry about Boody who was circulat- 
ing midpack and couldn't do much 
to improve his position. By the 20- 
mile mark, Graham had reeled-in 
Parker to set up a showdown. The 
two crossed the line side-by-side to 
complete lap 20 and Graham tried 
unsuccessfully to take the lead away 
from Parker on the inside of turn one. 
The fight for third continued as the 
leading duo pulled away. Carr, Sho- 
bert and Rainey had pulled clear of 
Farris, who was now waging a battle 
with Jorgensen. 

Graham's patience paid off on the 
final lap as Parker got sideways exit-

ing turn two. The Honda pilot took 
advantage of the mistake and shot by 
on the backstraight. Parker, however, 
was right there in turns three and 
four while looking for a slingshot to 
the finish. With the uncooperating 
wind, Parker settled in behind Gra- 
ham and tried in vain to pull out of 
his draft at the finish line. Graham 
took the win by a bikelength. 

Third place went down to the wire, 
but Shobert edged Carr while Rainey 
finished fifth. Jorgensen crossed the 
line ahead of Farris, Springsteen, 
Chandler and Boody. Graham was 
jubilant in victory as the Honda 
camp celebrated the win and their 
second consecutive Grand National 
Championship. 


Junior National 

With only a two-point cushion in 
the point lead he has held all season, 
Winkie Freitas qualified his Honda 
ahead of rival Brian Atherton’s Rotax 
by a scant one-tenth of a second. 
Atherton, however, reversed that order 
by posting a faster heat race and se- 
curing his spot on the pole. 

As the light turned green, Freitas 
grabbed the holeshot. As they headed 
onto the backstraight, Atherton took 
command and never looked back. 
Freitas, meanwhile, didn’t appear to 
have enough to challenge Atherton 
and instead had his hands full just 
holding down second place. 

Atherton continued to pull away, 
and after three laps the order read 
Atherton, Bryan McDowell, Freitas 
and Aaron Hill. Six riders were going 
for second, then on lap six disaster 








struck Freitas. With the pack bunched 
together in turn one, Freitas appeared 
to get center-punched by another 
rider — in obvious pain, he pulled off 
the track. It was the first time all sea- 
son that Freitas hadn’t finished a 
main event. 

With Freitas out, Atherton went on 
to take the win and a comfortable 
15-point lead in the Junior National 
Championship points chase with only 
two rounds remaining. The duel for 
second place in the 12-lap main went 
down to the wire, with Bruce John- 
son edging McDowell and Tim Skov. 
Fifth place went to Wade Camlin. @

Suzuki’s George Holland used a 1-2 combi- 
nation to win the 250cc Pro class at the 
second round of Continental Motosport 


Club’s, Skoal Bandits-sponsored Lady Lib- 


erty Trans-Cal Series in Huron, 
California. Second overall went 
to Honda’s Johnny O’Mara, 
who tallied a 4-1 score. Al- 


though being factory riders, both 
Holland and O’Mara loaded up their 
own pick-up trucks. with „basically 


stock production motorcycles for to- 
day’s event. “I came here on my 
own,” said O'Mara. “I thought I'd 
come out and get some practice and 
spend some time with my friends. My 
bike is almost box stock except for the 
forks and a little work done to the 
shock,” 
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“I don’t plan on riding the whole 
series,” said Holland, “but since this 
race is near my hometown (Kerman, 
California) I figured I could get some 
practice.” 

While Holland and O’Mara rode 
primarily for the fun of it, Honda 
riders Willie Surratt and Willy Sim- 
ons were taking things a bit more 
seriously. Surratt, who won the 250cc 
class last week, is concentrating on 
the 125cc class championship, and 
showed his determination by win- 
ning today’s 125cc class with a 2-1 
score. Suzuki's Erik Kehoe, who won 
last week at the Quail Valley track, 
was a no-show after suffering a hand 
injury while practicing during the 
week. However, Kawasaki rider Terry 
Bostard used a second overall finish 
today to take a one-point series lead 
over Honda rider Drey Dircks, 125- 
124. Simons took his second win ina 
row witha 1-2 combo to maintain his 
points lead in the 500cc class. 

Scott Brown also collected his sec- 
ond win of the series in the 80cc 
Expert class with a win in the first 
moto anda second in the next. Yama- 


jha-mounted Chris, Neal finished sec-

ond overall ahead of Rick Simmet 
and Chris Young. 

Factory Suzuki rider Scott Burn- 
worth made his debut ride after break- 
ing his collarbone a few months ago 
and rode toa third-place finish in the 
250cc class. ‘I’ve broken my collar- 
bone four times,” said Burnworth, 
“and I really shouldn't being racing 
yet. I can still feel where it’s broken, 
but it’s strong enough to where I can 
ride, which I've been doing the last 
couple off weeks. I just don’t want to 
fall on it right now.” 


125cc Pro 

Kawasaki-mounted Robert Naugh- 
ton grabbed the holeshot at the start 
of the first 125cc moto but Suzuki 
support rider Bobby Moore shot by a 
few turns later and took firm control 
of the lead. By the end of the first lap, 
Honda rider Shaun Kalos and Doug 
O'Donnell (Kaw) had slipped into 
second and third, while Surratt 
rounded out the top five. During the 
second lap, O’Donnell crashed and 
dropped to ninth, making the top 
five Moore, Kalos, Naughton, Surratt 
and John Nelson (Hon). By the fifth 
go-round, the FMF/AXO Sportswear- 
sponsored Surratt was pressuring 
Naughton, and it wasn’t long before 
Surratt made his pass. Once into 
third, Surratt began reeling-in Kalos, 


‘ who was keeping close tabs on the 


leader Moore. Halfway through the 
moto, however, Kalos began losing 
distance on Moore, while Surratt 
closed in. 

Four laps from the finish, Surratt 
passed Kalos and set after Moore. 
Withone lap to go, Surratt was glued 
to Moore’s rear fender. But time ran 
out for the Honda rider and Moore 
held on to win. Bostard passed 
Naughton on the last lap to take 
third, while fifth fell to Brooks, who 
started the moto in 17th. Drey Dircks 
took sixth. 

Surratt jumped to the early lead at 
the start of moto two, but Moore was 
close behind in second. However, 
during the first lap, Moore fell and 
dropped to 13th and Dircks took over 
second position, followed by Brooks, 
Bostard and O'Donnell. 

The first half of the race saw no 
lead changes, but Brooks was stalk- 
ing Dircks when Dircks’ front wheel 
washed out ina turn. Brooks ran over 
his bike while taking over second, 
and Dircks managed to recover in 
time to claim third with O'Donnell, 
Bostard and KTM-mounted Todd 
Campbell close behind. 

Surratt enjoyed a comfortable lead 
for the remainder of the race and eas- 
ily took the win; Brooks took second 
while Dircks took third. On the last 
lap, Bostard and Campbell passed 
O’Donnell, rounding out the top 
five. 


250cc Pro 


Yamaha-mounted Billy Frank led 
the pack through the first turn at the 
start of the first 250cc moto, but Hol- 
land overtook the lead a corner later. 
Honda rider Greg Zitterkopf held 
third followed by Jim Ellis (Yam) 
and Burnworth. O’Mara had a poor 
start and was midpack. Holland ex- 
tended his lead with every lap, as 
O'Mara picked off riders one by one. 

By the fifth lap, Burnworth had 
taken over fourth and was reeling-in 
Zitterkopf, who he passed three laps 
later. Burnworth continued his prowl 
and reeled-in Frank as the moto wore 
on. 
After passing Ellis for fifth, O’Mara 
closed-in on Zitterkopf and passed 
him going outside then dove inside 
of Zitterkopf in a turn.

Moto two featured a come-from- 
behind win by the O’Show. Holland 
started things off with the holeshot 
followed by Zitterkopf{, Burnworth, 
Frank, Brett Cahors (Hon) and Kelly 
Andris (Hon). O’Mara was seventh 
and was quickly making up time. 
O’Mara passed at least one rider a lap 
until he had second after passing 
Burnworth, who had earlier snuck by 
Zitterkopf. Once into second, O’Mara 
set after Holland, who held a seven- 
second lead. With over half the race 
completed, Holland’s lead was dim- 
inishing quickly, and three laps from 
the end, O'Mara was breathing down 
Holland’s back; a lap later, O’Mara 
stuffed Holland in a turn and took 
the lead. “I knew he was coming,” 
said Holland, “but I thought I might 
have enough distance on him before 
he could catch me.

500cc Pro 

Jimmy Ellis (Yam) read the gate 
perfectly and led the pack of 500cc 
riders into the first turn in moto one 
ahead of Eric McKenna (Hon), Husq- 
varna’s Micky Dymond, Scott John- 
son, ‘Zitterkopf, Sitnons; Ed’ Arnet 





(Hon), Tim Winslow (Yam) and Joey 
Schiag (Hon). 

Simons began moving up through 
the pack and had control of fourth by 
lap two and was inches behind Dy- 
mond. The top four positions stayed 
the same for the next five laps, then 
Dymond crashed and dropped to sixth. 
With Dymond out of the way, Sim- 
ons closed-in on Zitterkopf and passed 
him shortly after. 

With six laps to go, McKenna and 
Simons had caught leader Ellis, anda 
three-way battle for the lead began.

Once again, Ellis could do no 
wrong on the start in the second moto 
and had a two-bikelength lead going 
into the first turn. However, Ellis 
could only keep his lead for two laps 
before Larson, blew by him. Back in 
third followed Arnet, then Schlag, 
McKenna, Dymond and Simons. 

Larson quickly pulled away and 
developed a five-second lead over 
Ellis. Five laps into the moto, Schlag 
crashed in a turn, making the order 
Larson, Ellis, Dymond, McKenna and 
Simons. By this time, Simons decided 
to gas it up and motored by McKenna, 
but was still about four seconds behind 
Dymond, who disposed of a fading 
Ellis. 

With a few laps to go, Simons was 
pressuring Ellis; on the last lap, Sim- 
ons tidde his'move ‘and ‘took control 





of third. But the race wasn't over yet. 
With less than a lap to the checkered 
flag, Larson jumped through the tri- 
ple jumps then came toa sudden stop 
with a thrown chain and had to walk 
back to the pits. Dymond roosted by 
and claimed the moto win and took 
third overall. Second and first overall 
went to Simons, followed by Ellis, 
Zitterkopf, Greg Torgerson (Hus) and 
Schlag.

Terry Vance, in front of a record crowd on 
hand for the NHRA U.S. Nationals at Indi- 
anapolis Raceway Park, downed Mike Keyte 
in the Pro Stock final. Vance’s winning 8.292- 


second elapsed time at 160 mph 
marked his fourth-straight pass 
in the 8.20 range. Runner-up 
Keyte, despite losing, was con- 


soled with the fact that he had just 
completed the quickest and fastest 
weekend of his career in drag racing. 

The legendary traction of the track 
proved to be everything it was cracked 
up to beas the fans saw the fastest and 
most closely grouped 16-bike field 
ever. 

Indy used to play host to the fastest 


of the fast, the blown nitro-burning 
Top Fuel motorcycles. But as a spokes- 


man for the NHRA put it, “It became . 


harder and harder to field a truly 





competitive field of eight Top Fuel- 
ers. You combine that with a low 
reliability factor and you have a show 
that’s not in tune with what NHRA 
is doing. We still felt there was a 
place for motorcycles in our program 
so we contacted Suzuki, a long-time 
supporter of NHRA, and Kawasaki 
to see what they thought we could do. 
Both companies were very interested 
in Pro Stock because the bikes would 
be easily recognizable. Then we con- 
tacted Terry Vance who had placed 
himself at our disposal to help make 
the transition.” 

The field went from an 8.408/157.17 
laid down by Superbike Mike Keyte 
to grab the number one spot in round 








ing round on Sunday afternoon with 
Terry Vance on top with an 8.315/ 
160.82 and Charlie Gressman in the 
number-l6 spot with an 8.560/154.16. 
Keyte sat in the number four spot 
with a personal best of 8.407/159.85. 

Monday broke blue and beautiful 
with a tailwind that had been around 
all weekend deciding to spend its 
Labor day at Indy. The first round of 
qualifying saw Vance against Randy 
Mason. Mason, aboard his RMR 
Kawasaki, had qualified ninth with 
an 8.48/158.56. In the three previous 
NHRA races this year,an 8.48 would 
have put him no less than sixth and 
as high as third, but such were the 
times at Indy. Mason got out early on 
Vance, but couldn’t overcome the 
whisps of white smoke that were 
coming from his exhaust and Vance’s 
8.28/160.08 to Mason’s 8.43/155.81. 

The second pairing of the round 
was Star Racing’s Steve Tracey and 
Russ Nyberg, aboard his C&W Cycle- 
works of Ft. Myers, Florida, Kawa- 
saki. Tracey gave away a full 10th at 
the tree which he could never over- 
come and went down to Nyberg’s 
8.556/156.19 with an 8.635/152.90. 

Up next was Paul Gast and his 
1981. Kawasaki to take on John 
Mafaro, the Gatornational , winner, 
on his WebCam/Law/VHR Suzuki. 
True to form, Mafaro was out first 
with a .497 reaction time to Gast’s 
.546 and trailered Gast with an 8.500/ 
156.068 to Gast’s 8.536/153.84. 

Rick Stetson ran Dave Shultz and 
his Dave’s Carburetor/VHR Kawa- 
saki. Stetson is a relative newcomer to 
Pro Stock. Stetson was NMRA’s Pro 
Comp National title holder three 
years running. As Rick put it, “When 
they decided to let us run the big time 
I decided I could put some weight on 
my Pro Comp bike and race. The 
large rear tire is very important to my 
style of riding.” 

Anticipating a very hard race with 
Schultz, Stetson cut the light too 
close and red-lighted to end his day, 
while Schultz cut a-beautiful 8.454/ 
157.39 for the win. 

Benny Mens met Lou Cuviello 
next. Mens qualified second on the 
ladder with an 8.347/157.45 aboard 
his C&W Cycleworks Kawasaki. Cuvi- 
ello’s bike allows him to run a small 
slick or switch over to a larger slick 
when traction is down. Mens got out 
first while tire spin slowed Cuviello 
down. Mens took it with an 8.471/ 
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Earl Timmons met Joe Folgore 
and his Suzuki in a close race that 
advanced Timmons to the next round 
with an 8.477/152.90 to Folgore’s 
8.552/155.65. 

A broken transmission sent Steve 
Miles’ M&M Racing/VHR Kawasaki 
back to Louisville while number 16 
qualifier Charlie Gressman advanced 
to round two after posting an 8.574/ 
152.33. 

Last out in round one was Ed Dohr- 
man to face Keyte. Keyte’s Superbike 
Mike Engineering Suzuki jumped 
out first, as Keyte rolled out the 
power the rear tire broke loose for a 
moment then bit for an 8.481/157.17 
to Dohrman’s 8.601/153.47. 

Quarter-final action opened with 
Vance against Nyberg. Russ cut a 
good light and got out first on Vance, 
but Vance negated the advantage 
almost immediately and rolled by 
Nyberg with a strong 8.256/159.85. 

The next pairing had all eyes on 
the starting line as Dave Schultz lined 
up against Mafaro. As the lights 
came down, Schultz was off the line 
first, but his Kawasaki was in second 
gear and quit a moment later leaving 
Mafaro to run an 8.498/155.33. 

Mens and Timmons met next. Tim- 
mons, anticipating a real battle, red- 
lighted. Mens rolled to the 8.518/ 
154.26 win. 

The last pairing saw Gressman 
running Keyte. Out almosteven with 
Gressman, Keyte quickly took aslight 
lead and never looked back. Keyte’s 
8.524/156.73 was good enough to 
send Gressman and his 8.632/150.40 
back to Callahan, Florida. 

The first of two semi rounds 
brought together Vance and Mafaro, 
friends off the track and staunch 
competitors on. Mafaro, knowing 
Vance’s strength, needed to get off the 
line first and did. Then, at about 
three-quarter track, he appeared to 
slow and Vance motored around him 
with his best pass of the weekend — 
an 8.248/160.54 to Mafaro’s 8.736/ 
145.44. After the pass, Mafaro ex- 
plained his problem: “I blew a head- 
gasket and the oil spewed around the 
carb bodies and started going in the 
motor.” 

Keyte faced Mens in the other semi 
and it was where Mens’ big weekend 
would end as his drive chain broke on 
the line. Keyte made a solo pass to see 
what his Suzuki was capable of doing 
before facing Vance in the final. He 
rolled out smooth as silk to his second 
best pass of the weekend at 8.421/ 
158.50. After the pass Keyte explained 
his steady progress through the sea- 
son saying, ‘I've been refining a set 
of flat-slide Mikunis that have been 
made to work like smoothbores. The 
only thing stock about the carbs is the 
outside body.” 

The final would be Vance and Keyte 
as in the Cajun Nationals. Keyte 
would have liked to have the right 
lane where he had just run his 8.42 
pass, but Vance chose it for himself. 
In the three rounds before Indy Keyte 
had never been able to run faster in 
eliminations than he had qualified, 
so the 8.40 he qualified at was hang- 
ing over his head, especially with 
Vance making all those 8.20 passes. 

As the two staged, the tension 
mounted. To beat Vance you have to 
do everything right. A holeshot is 
nice, but Vance always seems to save 
his best run for the final. This final 
would be no different,though Keyte’s 
.494 reaction time was good. Vance 
cut a .496,and when you're already 
spotting the guy a .10, then .002 
doesn’t help much. At midtrack 
Vance started pulling away when 
Keyte’s transmission jumped out of 
fourth and Mike had to push it back 
in gear with his foot while watching 
Vance leave him with yet another 
runner-up finish in their long rivalry.

Pasqualotto/Hill 
win Frontier 500

In all sports, there are participants who have 
to live with the knowledge that they can’t 
win the “‘big one;”’ they choke or have some 
other problems that prevent them from win- 


ning one of their sport’s premier 
events. Anthony Pasqualotto 
joined Ivan Lendl and Hana 
Mandikova this weekend in fi- 


nally shaking off that ill-fitting label 
when he won the 1985 version of the 
Bataan Death March, the Frontier 


500 off-road race. 

Only 36% of the starters legally 
finished the race. Pasqualotto’s share 
of the win was especially sweet. He 
led Whiskey Pete’s World Champion- 
ship and the Las Vegas 400 before 
breaking. He wanted to especially 
credit M-Star for providing a new 
1986 air-cooled 500cc enduro bike.

“Tt seemed everytime we broke, it was 
because of the water-cooling in one 
form or another,” said Pasqualotto. 
“This new air-cooled bike reverts 
back toa less complicated motorcycle 
and it ran perfectly. Now I know how 
the Huskys ran so good with their six 
speeds and wide ratio transmissions. 
The M-Star’s wide-ratio tranny made 
the bike so much easier to ride.” 

The winning team didn’t have any 
major problems, just a front flat tire, 
replacing the brakes and one crash 
while trying to cope with the silt. 
They beat the Husky team of Kurt 
Pfeiffer and Scot Harden by just one 
minute and 54 seconds — a pretty 
small margin after almost 11% hours 
of brutal racing. Pfeiffer and Harden 
were disappointed in not winning, 
but felt they gave it their best shot. 
“The bike just wasn’t running good 
and at one point, we were 25 minutes 
down but said, ‘the hell with it,’ and 
just tried to go as fast as we could, and 
we started pulling up on them,” said 
a very tired Harden afterwards. Pas- 
qualotto agreed. “We knew we had a 
lead on them and just had to finish 
within 15 seconds of them for the 
win. I could see their dust, but we 
kept the bike in front all the way to 
the finish. Oh yeah, in that last 
section, there were four trucks still 
coming, very dangerous!”’ (The last 
few miles of the course used the 
outgoing course and some slow-run- 
ning trucks hadn’t cleared the section 
before the bikes returned.) Pasqualotto 
and Hill were sponsored by Las Vegas 
Suzuki, M-Star, O'Neal, Gear, Maxi- 
ma and Dunlop. 

The Honda team of Randy Morales 
and Derrick Paiement led the race for 
400 miles before their Honda CR500 
gave up the ghost. As it turns out, 
they were disqualified for being off 
course between Lathrop Wells and 





Beatty. Reportedly, Morales ended 
up on a section of last year’s course. 
They had a lead of up to nine minutes 
before they broke. 

The Team Husky duo of Dan Smith 
and Dan Ashcraft continued to suffer 
engine problems with their 500XC 
Husky. Smith started the race and 
turned the bike over to Ashcraft while 
running in third place right behind 
Pasqualotto near Pahrump, but re- 
ported that the bike wasn’t running 
well on top end. Ashcraft got by 
Pasqualotto and started to reel 
Morales in, but then started dropping 
back at Lathrop Wells. At Beatty, Ash- 
craft pulled in for gas and a rider 
change, and the crew replaced the 
rear tire. When Smith went to startit, 
the bike had no compression, so they 
decided to replace the top end, figur- 
ing it was a long race and they might 
have a chance to catch up. They got 
going an hour later but finally hung 
it up at Tonapah. 

The 250cc class battle quickly 
turned into a two-team race between 
the Husqvarnas of Brett Howell/ 
Charlie Morris Jr. and Darryl Folks/ 
Scott Morris. The Folks/Morris 
(Sportsman Cycle/Duralube) team 
pulled a one-minute lead into Beatty 
and steadily stretched it out over the 
race. 

The team of Garth Sweetland and 
Mark Hildebrand from Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, ran into problems early when 
their bike’s tank came off and they 
had to stop for repairs, which put 
them 15 minutes down. How bad was 
that? They finished just 15 minutes 
behind the leaders, third overall. “It 
was a real challenging course” said 
Sweetland. 

The 560-mile course was tough. 
Extremely tough. Most of the riders 
called it the most challenging course 
they had, ever ridden. Bur the challengs

was, in a lot of cases, terrain chewed 
up by cars and trucks. The silt was 
the worst. There were a lot of horror 
stories about vehicles being consumed 
by silt beds. The race was originally 
scheduled to return to Jean (the start- 
ing point) via the outgoing course, 
but strong protests by car and truck 
drivers led High Desert Racing Asso- 
ciation (HDRA) to end the course in 
Beatty. Luckily, the weather had 
cooled considerably and the wind 
was blowing. 

Only five bikes finished before dark, 
and not putting on lights at the last 
gas stop almost cost Whiskey Pete’s 
hare and hound promoter Casey Folks 
a legal finish in Class 38. Folks was 
disqualified for riding off the course, 
but appealed the decision and was 
re-instated. Apparently, Folks almost 
got hit by a car while riding in the 
dark with no lights. He got off the 
course about a mile from the finish 
and followed a dirt road in to Beatty. 
“I mis-estimated how much daylight 
was left when I gassed,” said Folks 
about not putting on lights. “We 
were trying to catch (Richard) Jack- 
son and I made an error in judge- 
ment.” The team of Jackson and 
John Etchart rode a Hemet Cycle 
Center Honda XR600 to the Class 38 
(Over 38 years of age) win ahead of 
Folks and co-rider Max Switzer, who 
twisted his knee when his foot caught 
in a rut. 

The only 125cc team to finish was 
Kevin Case and Wayne Martin. They 
rode a Malcolm Smith Motorcycles 
YZ125 Yamaha to a very well-deserved 
win. Martin finished in the dark, but 
they mounted a light that ran off a 
battery pack. “We had just enough 
light to finish,” said Martin. “If the 
race would have been any longer, the 
batteries wouldn’t have lasted.” 

In at fourth overall was the 250cc- 
winning team of Darryl Folks and 
Scott Morris. Their competition suf- 
fered a setback in the final section 
when Charlie Morris broke down, 
but Folks and Morris had a big lead 
by then anyway. Luckily, the Howell/ 
Morris pit crew was able to locate 
them and correct the problem, and 
they finished almost three hours be- 
hind Folks/Morris, but still second 
in class. No Class 30 teams finished. 

The last finishers were Bill McDan- 
iel and Dennis Lovel, who took almost 
16hours but made it on their Honda 
XR500. °

hand to do battle, with Broc 
Suter coming out ahead with the 


80cc 12-16 Intermediate-class overall 
win. 


Kawasaki pilot Robbie Perez led 
the contingent of 31 80cc 12-16-year- 
old Intermediates out of the gate, 
through the sandy start area and into 
the first turn. Yamaha-mounted Suter 
and Erick Hilton were right on Per- 
ez’s rear fender, and the trio pushed 
out ahead of the rest of the pack. On 
the second lap, Suter inched ahead of 
Perez to take over the lead, and on the 
fifth lap, Hilton charged by Perez to 
move into second and start his pur- 
suit of Suter. On the last lap, Hilton 
flew by Suter, dropped him back to 
second and took the checkered flag. 
Perez held on to third and Tommy 
Clowers (Hon) was fourth. 

The start of the second moto saw 
Yamaha rider Pat Weide get the hole- 
shot and lead for half a lap until he 
crashed. It was his lucky day, however, 
since the race was red-flagged and he 
gota second chance to make good. In 
the restart, Brian Gipson (Kaw) got 
out of the gate first, but Weide had 
taken the lead before the end of the 
first lap. Gipson and Weide traded 
the lead three times in the five-lap 
race, while Suter and Hilton were 
holding in third and fourth. When 
the checkered flag came out, it was 
Weide who came out on top with 
Gipson taking second. Suter earned 
the overall victory with a 2-3; Hilton 
was second with a 1-4 and Gipson 
was third with a 6-2. Perez and Weide 
finished fourth and fifth. 

Kawasaki riders Alan Pierce and 
Ward Bassett led the first division of 
125cc Intermediates off the line.

Bassett held on for half a 
lap, but swiftness and cunning won 
out, and Brown rode out in front 
with a comfortable margin for the 
remaining three laps. Brown crossed 
the finish line with Bassett coming 
across second, Spotts third and Jimmy 
Lewis (Kaw) in fourth. 

It was Terry Szucsko (Kaw) who 
was out in front at the start of moto 
two, but it was David Foltz (Kaw) 
who sailed into first after a poor first 
moto finish. From somewhere back 
in the field, the red blur of Brown’s 
Honda was seen moving up with 
haste through the pack. By the time 
Brown had maneuvered himself into 
second, Foltz had such a lead that he 
couldn't be caught in the three laps 
left.

Is bigger always 


better?

“Excuse me,” said the sweet young thing 
from Kawasaki Motors Germany, leaning over 
the low concrete wall of the Salzburgring’s 
pit wall. “Some of ze German riders are saying 


zat ze 1000 is not as good as ze 
900. Vot are your feelings?” 
(My own feelings were pretty 
bloody wounded, having just 
exited a 70 mph corner on my ass 
behind one of the GPz1000RXs in 
question, but I wasn’t telling her 
that.) She blinked nervously as assort- 
ed British journalists bent bloodshot 
eyes in her direction and broke into 





wide grins, but then she wasn’t to 
know that we'd just been trying to 
figure out why we all felt the same 
way. 

After two days of riding both bikes 
around one of the fastest, most-puck- 
ering race tracks in Europe, this qual- 
itative assessment was still being jug- 
gled around by most of the 80-odd 
writers who'd been invited to Austria 
for the world launch of the big K's

fastest-ever road bike. Hell, we all 
knew the 1000 should be a better 
machine. After all, 125 horsepower 
beats 112, 160 mph beats 150 mph, 
1985 technology beats the 1983 dark 
ages stuff, and so forth. If we'd all 
been asked to write our impressions 
from the spec sheets of both bikes, the 
high ceilings of the Salzburg Sheraton 
would've been peppered with cham- 
pagne corks and Kawasaki’s PR de- 
partment could have taken a year’s 
holiday in the Bahamas, all expenses 
paid. 

As it is, I for one staggered into the 
plane back to London still mulling 
over the somewhat unsubtle market- 
ing philosophies of the Japanese. 
“Designed to outperform competing 
1000-plus sportbikes for several years,” 
said the 1000 press pack, and who are 
we to argue? No company in its right 
mind is going to go to all this trouble 
to produce a motorcycle that’s outper- 
formed by its competitors (unless it’s 
British or German, of course). Any- 
way, sO now we've arrived at the 
point where Kawasaki, two years after 
launching the definitive Superbike 
of the 1980s, have launched the 
GPz1000R. The Ministry of Disin- 
formation had been hard at work in 
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the weeks leading up to the launch, 
spreading rumors that the new GPz 
was a giant version of the GPz600R 
witha lightweight chassis, cam chain 
positioned centrally, and so forth. 
But the only thing the 1000’s actually 
gotin common with the 600 is the use 
of 16-inch wheels front and rear. The 
engine is simply an oversized 900 
unit (but with a “wide variety of new 
performance features,” the press pack 
hastens to add) housed in a complete- 
ly-new frame of similar concept to 
the Bimota/FJ1100/endless specialist 
cafe racer chassis. 

This frame looks pretty. The top 
loop swings out wide to clear the 
engine on its way down to join the 
rear downtubes about six inches above 
the swingarm, with another section 
grafted on to support the top of the 
steering head. Where the 900’s engine 
was used as a stressed member, two 
bolt-on sections of the same square 
steel tubing support the 1000 engine 
and also permit the use of rubber 
mounts to smooth it out even more. A 
massive aluminum rear subframe 
protrudes above the solid box-section 
aluminum swingarm like a gantry 
crane. This steel and alloy trellis ac- 
counts for a goodly amount of the 
1000's extra 26 pounds weight disad- 
vantage over the 900. Complete with 
rear suspension, the frame weighs 44 
pounds, What gets me about this 
design, which should be really low 
and compact, is that the 1000's seat is 
an inch higher than the 900’s. 

In fact, the 1000 feels a lot bigger 
all around than the dear old 900, a fact 
evident from the first time a rider 
swings a leg over the new bike. The 
tank’s flared out wide to meet the 
fairing outside the frame rails, and 
the seat is a fair bit broader; this is no 
bad thing, as anybody who's ridden 
500-plus miles in a day on a 900 will 
verify. The 1000 shows signs of being 
avery comfortable long-distance bike, 
although the fairing screen doesn’t 
give as much protection as the 900’s. 
The lowers, however, are wider and 
offer better leg protection for touring 
types. 

And touring was about all most of 
us got to do during the first day's 
riding. If there was any sound of 
music floating about the cloudy peaks 
surrounding the circuit, it would 
have been a distant refrain of ‘‘Sing- 
ing in the Rain.” After a few sluggish 
laps on one of the half-dozen 
GPz900Rs provided for purposes of 
comparison, the first session on the 
1000 didn’t prove much at all. I saw 
130 mph on the speedo a couple of 
times before my bottle shattered, had 
plenty of time to notice that the 
screen was lower, the riding position 
was a little roomier, and the brakes 
worked superbly in the wet, and got 
into a couple of interesting slides on 
the obese Bridgestone Excedra tires 
(120/80 front, a massive 150/80 rear) 
before getting back into the line to do 
it all over again. 

Typically, the weather cleared just 
as riding stopped for lunch, and then 
the rain came down just before my 
second ride of the day. We filled in 
the time by getting a few roll-ons 
together between the two bikes, and 
weren't surprised to find that the 900 
lost only a few lengths to the 1000 up 
until the wrong side of 100 mph, 
when the extra 90-odd cubic centi- 
meters of the bigger engine strode 
away remorselessly. 

Meanwhile, the go-fast boys were 
busy testing the limits of the tires and 
thereby keeping the Kawasaki me- 
chanics busy straightening out bent 
GPz1000s. Half a dozen were crashed 
that first day, the worst off belonging 
to an English road tester who had his 
front wheel taken out from under 
him ona 120 mph kink by a brain-off 
South African. Despite bouncing into 
Armco and spinning down the track 








for 100 yards or so, the bike was in 
surprisingly good shape, unlike the 
rider, who got to spend a week in 
Salzburg hospital while his ankle 
was reconstructed. 

The extra strength ride through 
the rev range is owed to a collection 
of alterations to the 900R-based pow- 
erplant. Whereas you or I would have 
cheated by simply attacking the bar- 
rels with a boring bar to up the cubes, 
Kawasaki changed the stroke as well 
— meaning they had to completely 
revise the bottom end. Now measur- 
ing 74 x 58mm, the new cylinder 
dimensions are bolstered by new flat- 
topped pistons which, says Kawa- 
saki, give another horsepower or so 
in their own right. The ring design 
has also been changed, along with 
the wrist pins, and bigger bolts hold 
the big ends together. The crankshaft 
is new but of the same plain-bearing 
design as the 900. 

Breathing-wise, the 1000 has gained 
a massive seven-liter airbox with the 
intakes brought forward to the steer- 
ing head so’s only cool air is sucked 
in. Along with new 36mm carbs, 
2.0mm bigger than the 900’s, other 
mods to the top end include changes 
to the valve timing, bigger valves, 
and a stainless steel head gasket. 
There’s a completely-new exhaust 
design, refined from the 900 compo- 
nents to drag a couple more horses 
out while cutting the noise down. 

There have also been changes to 
the oil and water cooling systems, 
while the starter moto’s been beefed 
up along with the clutch. Internal 
gearbox ratios are identical to the 
900’s, but the final drive ratio is a bit 
taller. 

A strange yellow orb known as the 
sun made an appearance for the fol- 
lowing day’s session, so lap times 
dropped dramatically as we all roared 
around on 900s to sharpen ourselves 
up. Unfortunately, I also dropped 
dramatically on my first lap on the 
1000 while attempting to negotiate a 
nice banked corner at the same rate 
I'd been taking it on the 900. A cold 
rear tire was probably to blame but I 
prefer to think the muffler grounded 
and lifted it off the deck. Whatever, 
the bike was surprisingly lightly dam- 
aged, despite collecting some strate- 
gically placed haybales. Mainly su- 
perficial stuff, with the tough ABS 
fairing in fairly good condition sav- 
ing the engine and frame from any 
damage. 

Kawasaki likes the Salzburgring 
because it’s so fast, hence they choose 
it to introduce bikes with an accent 
on out-an-out speed. It’s possible to 
redline a bike in top gear here, or at 
least it is for some of us. The straights 
aren't straight; the uphill section 
especially is a series of flat-out kinks 
lined with Armco, which looks very 
hard indeed at 150 mph, which is all I 
saw on the speedo of either bike. The 
boy-racer types were claiming to have 
seen 160 on the 900-style speedo, which 
is entirely unbelievable if not too 
sensible. At speeds above 120 there 
was a hint of vagueness about the 
steering and suspension which, al- 
though not strictly worrying, made 
me just a teeny-little-bit nervous. 
The new rear suspension, with link- 
ages acting on both ends of the shock 
like Suzuki's full floater system, wasn’t 
set to the stiffest specs possible and 
the KHI types weren't keen on letting 
us crank them up. The front suspen- 
sion felt okay, with its new 40mm 
fork legs and AVDS setup, but even 
in the slower corners the 1000 felt 
nowhere near as taut as the 900, 
which was, for us mere mortals, a lot 
more confidence-inspiring to ride. 
Those more accustomed to wrestling 
great big four-strokes around race 
tracks were able to ignore the feel of 
the 1000 moving about underneath

them, but I found it intimidating. A 
couple of times I was passed by guys 
on 1000s coming up to corners, and 
usually came out hard on their back 
wheels while watching their bikes 
gently yawing about underneath 
them. At full stretch along the front 
straight, the 900 coped with a large 
bump ona 140 mph kink with scarcely 
a shrug while the 1000 wallowed 
noticeably for a split second before 
allowing both of us to regain our 
composure. While the 900 gives great 
feedback from the road, the 1000 felt 
somehow remote and detached. 

Harder suspension settings and 
possibly a change in tires will prob- 
ably make a big difference here, for 
it’s hard to believe there’s any flex in 
that solid frame. The steering head 
angle is one degree steeper, which 
might account for something. 

The amount of stick a bike receives 
on a race track is a whole lot greater 
than the poor wee thing’d be asked to 
take on the road, so don’t get the 





impression that the GPz1000R 
handles badly. It’s just that I think 
the 900 handles better. It’s certainly 
easier to ride quickly, and so said 
most of us. 

At 526 pounds dry, the 1000R ain’t 
anorexic, but it'll still blow the 
mirrors off practically anything on 
the road. We’ll have to wait until the 
full road test to find out exactly how 
quick itis, but take it from me, there’s 
not a lot of difference between 150 
mph and 160-odd mph, bloody fast 
and very bloody fast. 

Kawasaki U.K. intends to market 
the 1000R at around $5040, $630 
more than the 900R. It’s certainly | a 
beautiful looking machine, it’s 
smooth and civilized, yet faster than 
anything else so far. Maybe, if I got to 
ride it around on the roads for a few 
weeks, I'd even prefer it to the 900R. 
On the basis of two days at the Salz- 
burgring, I’d take the 900. And that’s 
what I said to the sweet young vans 
from Kawasaki Germany .

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The GPz1000RX has the GPz900R’s balancer shaft with a full-cradle frame and rubber front engine mounts and rigid rear engine mounts. It feels heavier 
than the 900 at slower speeds, largely thanks to very wide tires, yet steers quicker at higher speeds. The extra power shows up in mid-range and top- 
end, and one magazine reportedly stopped a GPz1000RX at 158 mph on radar; quarter-mile times are mid-to-high-10-second-bracket. 





GPz1000RX tech 


Externally similiar to the well-proven 
GPz900R Ninja engine, the new 1000RX 
powerplant has been subjected to a number 
of modifications designed to both improve 


the performance, and help it 
hang together under the in- 
creased workload. 

Both bore and stroke have 


been increased to bring the capacity 
up to 997cc; where the 900 Ninja 
measured 72.5 x 55mm for its 908cc, 
the 1000's dimensions are 74 x 58mm. 
The conrods are thicker and are made 
from stronger steel to handle the 9% 
power boost; they’re also heavy. Big- 
end bolts are up 1.0mm to 9.0mm, and 
the wrist pins have been beefed up 
while losing weight over the 900 
versions. 

Kawasaki quotes an increase in 
piston speed from 63.16 to 66.61 feet 
per second at the 10,500 rpm redline, 
although maximum power comes in 
1000 rpm earlier; on the race track, 
the bike actually pulls harder if shifted 
up at 9000-9500 rpm. The same old 
rev limiter cuts the sparks at just over 
11,000 rpm. 

New lightweight valves, bigger 
36mm semi-flat-slide carbs and new 
intake valve timing (open 40° BT DC, 
close 70° ABDC against the 900’s 45° 
and 65°) are the major changes to the 
cylinder head and valve train, al- 
though Kawasaki claims the new 
airbox, with its-intakes. just behind 





the steering head, is responsible for a 
good percentage of the power increase. 
It rams dense, cool air down the 
carbs, and combined with a 10° in- 
crease in carb downdraft angle (now 
15°), this makes the 1000's throttle 
response from midrange up absolutely 
flawless. 


New flat-topped pistons account 
for an extra 1.3 bhp while dropping 
the compression ratio from 11.1:1 to 
10.2:1. The upper compression rings 
have been redesigned with barrel faces 
and a bevelled inner edge. These 
twist a little as the piston travels up 
and down to wedge tightly between 
the top and bottom of their grooves 
for better sealing and wear. 

Valve lift remains at 9mm, and 
even the valve sizes stay the same at 
29mm intake, 24.7 exhaust. The in- 
cluded valve angle is identical to the 
900 Ninja’s and it seems Kawasaki 
didn’t find all that much room for 
improvement in the nearly-two-year- 
old engine, because the majority of 
the specification remains unchanged. 
It’s the small touches, the refining of 
detail, that account for the remainder 
of the spec. Exhaust headers are now 
made from stainless steel, and their 
diameter’s up from 35 to 38.1mm 
without any weight increase because 





of single-wall construction used right 
through the system.

Ninjas, and a new radiator and oil 
cooler increase the cooling capacity 
by 25%. The radiator’s taller and nar- 
rower, and holds 15.5% more coolant, 
while the thermostat-controlled fan 
is 38mm wider. It works, too — even 
after being flogged around the Salz- 
burgring at full noise for half an 
hour at a stretch, the thermostat 
needle never got near the red zone, 
while the 900s were whirring away 
flat out. The oil cooler has gained 
13.6% in cooling capacity and holds 
9.1% more oil. 

Some dragstrip operators and hard 
street riders have pointed the finger at 
the 900’s clutch as being a potential 
black spot, and Kawasaki haven't 
taken any chances with the 1000. The 
clutch basket and hub have been 
adapted from those on the GPz1100, 
with 900R clutch gears and cam 
damper. Nine driving plates instead 
of the 900’s eight handle the power, 
and there are now eight thicker (by 
0.7mm) driven plates, along with six 
springs and more teeth per plate. 
This needed a longer input shaft, but 
otherwise the gearbox has only been 
lightly modified. Third through sixth 
gears are specially ground for more 
efficiency and less noise, and the dogs 
for third and fourth have been under- 
cut to allow more positive shifting. 

Internal gearbox ratios are the same 
as the 900's, but the 1000 pulls a 
higher overall gearing, a 2.666 (40/15) 
final drive ratio against the 900’s 
2.882 (49/17). The final drive chain is 
stronger, 

Because Kawasaki wanted to rubber- 
mount the engine for extra smooth- 
ness, a completely new chassis had to 
be built. No longer is the engine a 
stressed member. Instead, there’s an 
all-new three-piece frame. The top 
section is heavily braced at the crucial 
steering head and swingarm mount- 
ing points, and flares out to wrap 
around the engine cylinder head. 
The bottom cradles, like the top 
loop, are high-tensile steel, and the 
rear subframe, which looks like it 
was designed by a bridge builder, is 
aluminum, painted black. All-up 
weight of the chassis, with its meaty 
box-section aluminum swingarm and 
shock absorber, is 44 pounds. 

In the middle of this lot, the engine 
hangs from six mounting points. 
The front two are rubberized, and the 
other four bolt it down tight near the 
swingarm pivot. The latter, naturally, 
has needle roller bearings as does the 
steering head. 

A revised Uni-Trak linkage gives 
less shock travel yet more wheel travel. 
The linkage compresses the shock 
from both ends, allowing it to ‘float’ 
in much the same way as Suzuki’s Full 
Floater system — which, coinciden- 
tally, they are moving away from. At 
62.5mm, the shock travel is down 
2.5mm from the 900, while rear wheel 
travel is up 15mm to 130mm (5.1 in.). 
Both spring rates and compression 
damping rates are up on the 900, while 
rebound damping remains adjustable 
to four settings by removing the right 
sidecover. Spring preload can be ad- 
justed with an air pump, as on the 900. 

Front forks? Well, they’re the same 
Automatic Variable Damping System 
jobs as on the 900, but now 40mm 
instead of 38 and beefed up in most 
areas. Gone are the dual-rate springs, 
replaced by single rate items. Com- 
pression damping has been increased, 
while the rebound damping rates are 
the same as the 900s. The anti-dive is 
also stronger, and works well. 

Kawasaki has replaced the 900’s 18- 
inch rear wheel with a 16-inch bear- 
ing a massive 150/80 rear tire. The 
130/80 front tire’s the same as the 
900’s, but the new Bridgestone Ex- 
cedra tires couldn’t quite cope with 
the 526 pounds dry weight and greater 
power in the wet. e

Motocross des Nations 





Americans make their 
mark in Germany

GAILDORF, WEST GERMANY, SEPT. 8 

The German announcer was spot on when 
he summed up the day’s proceedings as he 
passed a bottle of champagne to the victor- 
ious United States team — David Bailey, 


Ron Lechien and Jeff Ward — 
when he said, “Even a change 
in the Motocross des Nations 
format could not ‘keep the 
Americans from winning.” 

After three 30-minute motos on the 
grass and clay hillsides of the Moto 
Sport Club in Gaildorf, the Ameri- 
cans had won the Motocross des 
Nations for the fifth year in a row, 
this time topping the Dutch team 
comprised of Davey Strijbos, Gert-Jan 
van Doorn and Kees van der Ven by 
the margin of five points, seven to 12. 

Host country West Germany, Italy 





and Great Britain rounded out the 
top five overall teams, with newly- 
crowned 500cc World Champion 
David Thorpe pacing the British effort 
as well as the rest of the field, win- 
ning two out of the three motos. 

In years past, the Motocross des 
Nations has been a 500cc event, with 
each participating country’s team 
consisting of four riders. For 1985, 
the Trophee des Nations (250cc) and 
Coupe des Nations ( 125cc) were elim- 
inated, and the Motocross des Nations 
remained on the FIM schedule (in 
name only) as the only team World 
Championship motocross event. Each

team under the revised format con- 

“sisted of three riders — one on a 125, 
one on a 250 and one on a 500. A total 
of 21 teams (63 riders) were on hand 
for the. inaugural running of the 
event, and the entire field started at 
the same time (via a double-row start) 
in each of the three 30-minute-plus- 
two-lap motos. 

To determine the final finishing 
order, only the best six out of a team’s 
nine possible moto finishes were 
counted. Each class was scored sepa- 
rately, and as such there were three 
“winners” per moto. A class win 
was worth one point, second two 
points, third three points, etc., and 
the team with the lowest cumulative 
score was crowned World Champion. 

For the Americans, the win was any- 
thing but a cakewalk. “Winning this 
event has always been one of my 
career goals,” said Lechien, who rode 
a Honda 125 in his first world team 
event, ‘‘but it was a lot tougher than I 
thought it would be. I had a tough 
time keeping Strijbos behind me in 
the rain, which came down pretty 
hard in the second moto, but I loved 
it when the track dried out a bit in the 
final moto. Some of the Europeans 
are a lot faster than I thought.” 

Lechien’s actual tally on the day 
went 12-5-4, and he was the top 125cc 
rider in the final two motos. Newly- 
crowned 125cc World Champion 
Pekka Vehkonen, riding a Cagiva 
125 on the Finnish team, bested the 
125s in the first moto. 

While Kawasaki 250-mounted Ward 
was 5-3-3 overall he was the top 250cc 
rider all three times. “The Europeans 
ride the wet stuff a lot better than we 
do,” said Ward, ‘‘and I had to be cau- 
tious all the way. I would’ve liked it 
better if it had been dry — that’s what 
we're used to.” 

Bailey, on a Honda 500, placed 2-3- 
4 in class scoring and found himself 
chasing Honda 500-mounted Thorpe 
and KTM 500 rider van der Ven (the 
winner of the second moto) most of 
the day. “I couldn't believe how fast 
Thorpe and van der Ven were going,” 
said Bailey, ‘‘and I kept telling myself, 
‘We have to win this thing.’ I replaced! 
Broc (Glover, who withdrew due toa 
wrist injury) on the team and I didn’t 
want to have to face him if we didn’t 
pull it off. I was wide open all the 
way until the last two laps of the final 
moto — the track was so slick in places 
it was like ice skating.” 

After the lavish opening ceremo- 
nies, the first moto was staged. Since 
the gate could only accommodate 42 
riders, two from each team occupied 
the front row with the third rider in 
the second row. Bailey holeshot with 
Thorpe two bikelengths back in 
second as the pack headed out of the 





grassy, 100-yard-long starting grid 
and onto the course proper. Van der 
Ven took up third ahead of Ward, 
Italian Michele Finaldi and 250cc 
World Champion Heinz Kinigadner 
of Austria. 

Lechien, the back-row starter for 
the American effort, rounded the first 
corner in 61st spot. “Thorpe dialed it 
on off the gate and blinded me,” said 
Lechien. “I got to the first corner and 
there was nowhere to go — there was 
just wall-to-wall riders.” 

Thorpe nudged ahead of Bailey 
before the first lap was complete, 
with Ward in the thick of the chase 
ahead of KTM 500-mounted Kini- 
gadner and Frenchman Jacky Vimond 
on a Yamaha YZ490. 

As the race entered lap three, Bailey 
and Ward, in tandem, pushed into 
first and second ahead of Thorpe, but 
by lap seven Thorpe was back in the 
driver’s seat, keeping Ward, Bailey 
and Kinigadner at bay as the four 
formed a tight line. 

On the next lap, Ward dropped off 
the pace, struggling with a brake 
pedal which had caught in one of the 
ruts. “It got bent up around the foot- 
peg,” said Ward, “‘and I stopped and 
bent it back part way. It kept getting 
weaker and weaker since I kept kick- 
ing it back into shape, and it was 
pretty much useless.” 

Thorpe led the rest of the 15-lap 
moto, with Bailey earning second 
ahead of a pressuring van der Ven, 
Kinigadner, Ward and Belgian Jacky 
Martens. Lechien’s drive carried him 
all the way to 12th at the finish. 

The U.S. led the standings after 
moto one with six points, with Hol- 
land second at 11, and Czechoslovakia 
third at 18. 

The rain, which fell in earnest in 
the early morning hours and satu- 
rated the track, had held off for most 
of the first moto but gave way to a 
steady drizzle as moto two began. 
Thorpe and Bailey took their factory 
Hondas to the head of the pack once 
more as van der Ven, Kinigadner, 
Italian Michele Margerotto, Vimond, 
Ward, van Doorn and Swede Leif’ 
Persson followed them through the 
first lap. 

“I was cooking pretty good,” said 
Bailey, “but there was really no place 
I could catch Thorpe. I followed him 
(until the fourth lap) when van der 
Ven and Kinigadner got close. I was 
trying to dodge Thorpe’s roost, and 
both of them zapped me as I took a 
cleaner line.” That made the order 
Thorpe, van der Ven, Kinigadner, 
Bailey and Ward with the crowd 
cheering as West German Roland 
Diepold moved into sixth aboard a 
Kawasaki 250. 

Kinigadner, however, was out of

the picture on lap six. “I crashed 
together with a lapped rider,” said 
Kinigadner after retiring for the after- 
noon. “Nothing is broken, but both 
of my elbows got bruised badly, as 
well as my hands. I really wasn’t 
comfortable on the bike — it was the 
same one Danny Chandler raced. We 
didn’t have enough time to get the 
bike set up the way I wanted, and I 
felt too cramped on it.” 

Lechien had made a much better 
start this time out, “about 20th, but I 
got roosted by Thorpe again. I could 
see Strijbos and Vehkonen ahead of 
me, but it was still pretty tough to 
close in on them. I didn’t want to take 
any chances.” 

Thorpe and van der Ven pulled 
clear of Bailey and fourth-place Ward 
by lap 11, while Lechien was all the 
way up to fifth, ahead of Strijbos and 
Margerotto. 

On lap 13, Dutchman van der Ven 
made his break. “Kees had a better 
line than I did on the jump opposite 
the finish line,” said Thorpe, “and 
he made it work this time. If it had 
been a 40-minute race I could’ve got 
him back, no problem.” 

At the finish it was van der Ven, 
Thorpe, Ward, Bailey, Lechien, Strij- 
bos, Margerotto and van Doorn, and 
the Americans still held the overall 
lead by five points over Holland, 11 
to 16. After some quick calculating, 
U.S. team manager Roger DeCoster 
determined that a first and a third by 
the team (in any two classes) would 
assure them victory regardless of what 
the Dutch team did. 

The drizzle came to a halt just 
before the final moto was started, and 
off the line van der Ven, Thorpe, 
Margerotto and Ward took up the 
first four spots over Diepold, Den- 
mark’s Soren Mortensen, Lechien, 
Persson and Bailey. Thorpe pushed 
past van der Ven before the comple- 
tion of the first lap and roosted away. 

“I was most concerned with mak- 
ing the break early on,” said Thorpe. 
“I wanted to get away. And it wasn’t 
really wet out there — it was just 
slippery, like Carlsbad without the 
heat (temperatures were in the mid- 





60s). I must admit, this is not my 
favorite type of going.” 

By the sixth lap things at the front 
of the pack were pretty much sorted 
out; Thorpe was five seconds clear of 
van der Ven, with Ward another 12 
seconds back in third over Marger- 
otto, Lechien and Bailey. Lechien 
clipped past Margerotto on lap 10 to 
net fourth behind teammate Ward, 
and at the finish it was Thorpe the 
winner by six seconds over van der 
Ven, with Ward a distant third ahead 
of Lechien, Margerotto, Bailey, Veh- 
konen, Italian Corrado Maddii, 
Strijbos and Diepold. 

As it turned out, the Americans 
won with points to spare over Hol- 
land, seven to 12, with West Germany 
earning third via their 22-point tally 
(even after the loss of 500cc rider 
Michael Heutz in the opening moto). 

The Italian team consisting of 
Margerotto, Maddii and Rinaldi took 
fourth over Great Britain, but the 
British team was only a two-rider 
effort. KTM’s Kurt Nicoll sustained a 
broken right leg in the second prac- 
tice session on Saturday, which left 
only Thorpe and Kawasaki 125- 
mounted Rob Andrews on the roster. 
“If Kurt had been well, the Yanks 
wouldn't have won,” said Thorpe. 
“There would have been no problem.” 

“Tt feels real good to be on the win- 
ning team,” said Ward, a member of 
the U.S. teams that won both the 
Motocross des Nations and Trophee 
des Nations in 1983 and '84, “but I 
liked it better when everyone was on 
the same size bike. This way, it’s hard 
to say who’s best; our team was defi- 
nitely the best, but I would've liked a 
chance to chase Thorpe down on a 
500cc bike instead of my 250. If they 
keep the format this way, they should 
use a staggered start (by class).” 

Bailey, who was also on the victor- 
ious Motocross and Trophee des 
Nations teams in 1982, '83 and '84, 
had his share of problems en route to 
the victory ceremony. “Some fat guy 
on a Cagiva ran me all the way into 
the woods on the back section of the 
track in the second moto. I went over 
the wood poles holding up the

banners, and got banners caught in 
my rear wheel. It wasn’t two corners 
later that I crashed after passing the 
guy back, then I had to pass him 
again. 

“In the last heat, my arms and 
shoulders were starting to go — I was 
glad to see the white flag. 

“This place was also the location 
for the '82 Motocross des Nations, 
where I was called in to replace Don- 
nie Hansen. And this time I was 
called in to replace Broc; I rode well 
enough both times to bring the team 
to a victory. It’s a good feeling.” 

Ironically, the Belgian team, which 
has given the U.S. the most competi- 
tion in the team events, started the 
race at reduced strength. Honda’s 
Erik Geboers reinjured his recently- 
broken right leg in practice on Satur- 
day and withdrew, leaving Jacky 
Martens and Guy van Gijsegem to 
fend for themselves, with the result 
of eighth overall. Andre Malherbe 
refused to accept a spot on the team 
due to not receiving start money for 
last year’s Motocross and Trophee 
des Nations, while Georges Jobe is 
still recuperating from injuries sus- 
tained on the 500cc GP circuit. e

Bonneville Speed Week 


Good salt and 
great racing

WENDOVER, UT, AUG. 17-24 


The 37th annual Bonneville Salt Flats Speed 
Week was characterized by good salt and 
almost flawless weather. This meant fast 
times and then a chewed-up course from all 


the hot and heavy running in 
the event. Run for the first time 
since 1982, contestants patient- 
ly endured two canceled meets 
and one short one with wet salt. 

Honda dealer Ted Gansberger, part 
of a northern California group, first 
brought his Honda to the Salt in 
1980, a striking high-tech, turbo- 
charged, red-framed 750. Initially, 
the bike proved to be just a little too 
trick. The intercooler didn’t help, 
and neither did the flashy frame. 
With the first removed and the second 
replaced with something more con- 
servative, Gansberger and crew settled 
down to showing what a 750cc bike 
could do. 

They ran at the Southern California 
Timing Association’s dry lake site, El 
Mirage, as an alternative to Bonne- 
ville during the time the Salt Flats 
were trying to become a lake, then 
they, got into, the points race there. 
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Gansberger surprised everyone by 
going 218 mph on the dirt surface, a 
time which is very fast. 

He already had the A-ABF-750cc 
class record at the Salt, but this year 
with the best surface in 35 years 
(according to one old Bonneville 
hand), he outdid himself, qualifying 
each day with one run, and setting 
three impressive records. 

Sunday’s qualifying with a fairing 
in the APS-ABF-750cc class was fol- 
lowed by a record, averaging 201.752 
mph during Monday morning’s down- 
and return-record runs. This got Gans- 
berger into the much-sought-after 
Bonneville 200 mph Club. Later 
Monday, he qualified at 204 on his 
record of that morning with the fair- 
ing, and without it at 197 on his 1984 
record of 183 in the A-ABF-750cc 
class. But he destroyed a tire in Tues- 
day morning record runs. Tires were 
a problem for several of the fastest 
bikes. With the salt drier than usual, 
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traction was better, and if tires started 
to go, the salt really tore them up. It’s 
difficult to find suitable motorcycle 
tires for these speeds. $ 

Gansberger requalified for the 
unfaired class on Tuesday, then suc- 
cessfully pegged the new mark at 
200.624 Wednesday morning. The 
group had built a new, larger engine, 
a CB900F bored out to 1150cc for the 
1300cc class; they switched to it for 
Wednesday qualifying. Qualifying 
at 208, Gansberger then upped the 
record in the A-AB-1300cc class to 
199.293. He qualified again Thursday 
at 224, but bothered during the record 
run by wind and hearing a crunch, he 
turned out (this is a scary speed at 
which to be hearing noises you don’t 
understand). 

The last day of qualifying, Friday, 
they went for it with the fairing in the 
APS-AB-1300cc class, qualified at 224 
again, but the next morning spun a 
rod bearing at 229 due to an oil pres- 
sure problem in the unfamiliar 
engine. Gansberger said he “found a 
new meaning of fear” when the rod 
went. He tried to pull the clutch in, 
but with the stock plates swollen 
from the heat it didn’t function. For- 
tunately the engine didn’t lock up. 

During the week, probably he ran 
at, near, or over 200 mph speeds more 
than any rider at Bonneville ever. 
Results don’t always list all the runs 
made during the day, and old records 
are buried under newer ones, so it’s 
difficult to verify this 100%. 

He also raised the records by a 
larger amount than is usually done, 
especially at this kind of speed, by 15, 
20 and 25 mph. And before this,no 
1300cc or 1000cc non-streamliner bike, 
much less a 750cc, had gone over 200 
mph at Bonneville. The only non- 
streamliner record faster than Gans- 
berger’s time of 229 when the 1150cc 
engine broke is Dave Campos’ 231 of 
1974 in the 3000cc class with a double- 
engined Harley. 

Gansberger credits much of his 
success to builder Jim Bickford,who 
in real life is a shop foreman at 
Pacific Gas and Electric, and to the 
help they’ve gotten from Hilborn on 
setting up the turbocharger system 
and calculating the injector settings. 

The next thrill was a 202.936 mph 
record in the M-AF-2000cc class set by 
Dave Matson on Thursday morning 
with what surely must be the world’s 
fastest Vincent. Though his return 
record run was under 200, the down 
run was an impressive 212! Not bad 
for a bike that’s been out of produc- 
tion for 30 years, in competition with 
the latest in modern technology. 
Matson has been at it for a while, first 
coming to Bonneville in 1959 and 
then steadily since ’76. 

After his first run on Sunday, it 
appeared Matson would be out of the 
meet. He builds a new bike every 
year, in a successful search for ever 
stronger and better versions. And 
unnoticed by him, this one pointed 
hot exhaust gas right at the top of his 
foot. In the excitement of running, he 
didn’t notice his foot was hot until 
the top of it was cooked. Languishing 
in Salt Lake City with the burn, he 
felt better on Wednesday, drove out, 
and qualified at over 207. In order to 
ride, he’d had a special boot made to 
fit over the bandages. Then when the 
foot got infected and they had to add 
more bandages, he countered by put- 
ting an inner tube inside the boot and 
blowing it up. to stretch the leather. 

Matson’s bike was built for the 1982 
meet, not held because it rained 
buckets between the end of Saturday 
registration and the beginning of 
Sunday qualifying. The ’83 event 
was never even close, since the Salt’s 
shallow winter lake persisted all year. 
And Matson didn’t come in ’84, as he 
didn’t expect even the half week that 
happened between rain storms. While 








the bike was waiting for better salyhe 
changed only the oil tank from a 
Series C type, in which the tank was 
part of the frame, to a separate Series 
D type that he made, to let him get 


down lower on the bike. : 
He qualified the next day in the 


equivalent fairing class at 206, made 
a fast down run Friday morning, but 
the rings were too worn. The engine 
on the return run developed some 
unplanned ventilation in the cases 
and caught fire in the process. Matson 
wasn't hurt, only disgusted that he 
hadn’t felt good enough, with the 
hurt foot, to change the rings. 

Another fast record was the 199.954 
of Shirlee’s Folly, ridden by road 
racer Vance Breese, who’s been com- 
ing to Bonneville since ’79 and like 
Gansberger’s group is from northern 
California. The heart of Breese’s bike 
is a 78-inch Harley engine. S&S Pro- 
ducts did the machine work on the 
engine, which uses S&S pistons and 
connecting rods. Duncan Keller of 
San Jose assembled it. S&S also did 
the fuel injection — and contributed 
parts when Breese’s clutch quit on 
Wednesday’s record run. The rest of 
the bike was assembled from Breese’s 
large collection of assorted motorcycle 
parts. 

The engine had made many runs, 
but Breese succeeded in babying it 
long enough to requalify faster. And 
then on Friday managed a down run 
of 200.848 — but the return run 
wasn’t fast enough to quite put him 
into the Two Club, a six-year goal of 
his. 

Bonneville contestants often invent 
goals other than just this record or 
that, and Salt Flats veteran Scott 
Guthrie reached his goal of setting 
six records during the week, the most 
possible at the rate of one a day. In 
each case he qualified with just one 
run. Guthrie credits all this to meticu- 
lous planning. For example, the Flor- 
idian was watching the Utah weather 
reports for months, and would have 
concentrated on smaller displace- 
ments had the salt been wet. 

Running with or without a fairing 
is an easy way to change classes, and 
of course Guthrie does this. He also 
has a hoard of Yamaha TZ parts, and 
works size changes. This year he 
stroked his roadracer’s engine to just 
over 750cc for the 1000cc classes. As it 
happened, one crank when delivered 
was defective, so he and mechanic 
Jon Nalon had to go with just one 
side stroked. They also don’t always 
used matched cylinder sizes. In the 
650cc class, therefore, one side of the 
engine was stroked and the other 
debored. Some expressed skepticism 
at this arrangement, Guthrie said, 
but it ran fine, to 12,500 rpm. It was 
noticed at the line, however, than on 
several runs it took him some time to 
get started. 

The bike was essentially the same 
as last year, but with the suspension 
tuned for the higher speeds of the 
1000cc classes. Guthrie’s fastest quali- 
fying run was 184. Not bad for a 
naturally-aspirated 752cc on gasoline. 
After that spree, he jetted more con- 
servatively for records, not wanting 
to break. 

Former American Turbo Pak engi- 
neer Jim Ludiker, who started annual 
visits to the Salt in '78 after coming in 
1970 with a then-hot-new-model 
Honda 750, proceeded in his usual 
competent job of raising the records 
for a blown 350 as high as possible, 
doing a number on his own faired 
and unfaired times of last year. 
Ludiker says the good track was the 
biggest factor. Slippery salt is bad 
news for a small turbocharged bike. 
Sometimes, last year, he even had to 
downshift to get back on the boost 
after letting off on the throttle. He 
also did, with Patrick Racing, porting 
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the head, getting good increases in 
airflow. He used 12% nitro, which 
did seem to help the power when off 
boost. 

Ludiker’s second engine, the one 
he tries things out on, like Guthrie’s, 
has a slight overbore to get it into the 
next bigger class. With it,he set a 
record of 158.998 in the A-AB-500cc 
class on Monday. This was followed 
by one of 156.921 in the A-AB-350cc 
class on Tuesday, and 166.721 in the 
fairing class, APS-AB-350cc, on Thurs- 
day. Choosing a smaller displacement 
motorcycle so he didn’t have to go too 
fast, he’s found himself going fast 
anyway. 

Unlike all of the above, most of the 
S&S/Bub Enterprises team had only 
last year’s half-week experiencé on 
the Salt, plus the three-day USFRA 
meet this July. (Bub Enterprises’ 
Denis Manning does have consider- 
able experience with streamliners 
from from the late ’60s and early ’70s.) 

The streamliner Tenacious, frame 
checked and shell rebuilt by Man- 
ning in California after last month’s 
fast crash, and engine checked by S&S 
in Wisconsin, went well in its first 
run. Weight added to the front, the 
back, and in the form of a heavier 
shell seemed to be what was needed 
for the handling. Then, it broke a 
countershaft. This was fixed, and 
pilot Dan Kinsey tried again, but still 
couldn’t get it into fourth gear which 
is direct drive. So Manning had to go 
into Salt Lake City for bigger, better 
bearings and the machine work needed 
to house them. The needle bearing at 
one end of the shaft was destructing, 
allowing the shaft to heat up and 
break. On Friday, with this fixed, 
Kinsey found the course was too cut 
up to allow him to go really fast. 
However, the ‘liner did get fast motor- 
cycle time of the meet at 230 mph. 

The modified Sportster-style trans- 
mission in the ‘liner is what S&S uses 
in all their hot bikes. They theorized 
that the much heavier weight of 
Tenacious was the cause of the bearing 
failure. On the other hand, the 115/116- 
inch fuel engine in Tenacious is 
exactly the same kind as the one they 
ran in Tramp at the end of the week, 
and a problem developed in the bike 
not seen in the liner, that is,the front 
piston was destroyed. They tried every 
remedy. Jetting was richer, a differ- 
ent carburetor was used with more 
efficient fuel delivery, spark was 
delayed, the carb was angled 2° toward 
the front cylinder, and in case the gas 
tank wasn’t venting properly, a 
breather was put on with an intake in 
front by the headlight (this is a special- 
built motorcycle which looks like a 
street bike and can be ridden there). 
Another piston melted. 

Next time, S&S's George Smith 
angled the carb 4° toward the front 
cylinder and took out the spacer 
block, saying, “Maybe this is over- 
kill.” Kinsey had to quit because the 
tire shredded. If he hadn't, the back 
piston would have melted. 


Motorcycle speed king Don Vesco 
had a spectacular disappointment 
which, knowing him, won’t set him 
back very long. Last year the many- 
times-reworked World Land Speed 
Record motorcycle was reworked once 
again to accommodate more wheels 
anda turbocharged Offy engine with 
an unbelievable 100 inches of boost 
and 1000 bhp. On Friday afternoon, 
Vesco, seeking good salt at the very 
edge of the course, was blown or 
somehow went off it into the loose 
stuff and lost it at an estimated 350 
mph. The shock of the parachute’s 
opening (with which Vesco hadn't 
been entirely satisfied), apparently 
tore the vehicle in half, between the 
transmission and the engine. The 
front half containing the cockpit and 
engine fléw up‘in’ the air’ and catie 








down hard on the nose cone, then 
tumbled. There was a long trail of 
debris on the course. One wheel was 
found a half-mile further. 

Vesco emerged from this mess with 
thoughtful comments suchas, “Maybe 
we ought to change the cockpit a 
little,” as he was rolled round in it 
some. He was bruised from the safety 
harness, had a slight concussion, 
hands were sore from hanging onto 
the steering during the crash, face- 
shield and glasses broken, and an 
injured foot required a cast. 

Vesco was philosophical about the 
destruction of Skytracker. “It was 
built to go fast, not to crash.” That is, 
motorcycle streamliners with their 
thin shapes are prone to tumble, not 


` spin out like cars. Ironically, he qual- 


ified for record runs, clocked at 318 
before the crash which happened 
while accelerating through the course. 
Times for long-course vehicles, those 
which go over 175, are taken at the 
two and a quarter, the three, the four 
and the five mile marks. 

Before this, the Vesco clan enjoyed 
driving Rick’s new car, a classic stream- 
liner built by their father the late 
John Vesco, which has been propelled 
by several different powerplants 
including twin TZ700s. Don’s wife, 
stuntwoman Marcia Holley-Vesco, 
set a record of 272.014 giving her a 
membership in the Bonneville 200 
MPH Club for cars as well as bikes. 
Holley-Vesco said the car was easier 
than the bike (Skytracker when it was 
a motorcycle). 

Contemporary motorcycles 
achieved some records in Production 
classes. These have to look stock. But 
some have considerable engine work. 
Gerry Whitehouse, retired pro road 
racer who is the owner of The Mean 
Green, an Eddie Lawson replica 
KZ1000R, chose it for its four-into- 
one Kerker racing pipes and small 
fairing. But he also welded the crank, 
used heavy duty case studs, and a 
1260cc kit from Vance & Hines. 
(According to current rules, Produc- 
tion bikes can run in larger displace- 
ment classes than stock.) The pistons 


* were gas ported, the cylinder head 


ported and the bike got new valves. 
Machine work was by Harry’s 
Machine Parts, owned by Rick Stet- 
son the Pro Comp drag racer. Cam is 
a Megacycle 465, and cam springs 
and retainers are from Vance & Hines. 
Whitehouse used underbucket shims 


from a KZ650 instead of the stock- 


ones on top, so they wouldn’t spit 
out. He raised the P-1300cc record, 
formerly held by a Honda CBX, to 
157.845. 

RZ Yamaha two-strokes accounted 
for two records. Mark Dees checked 
out his 350 at the July Utah Salt Flats 
Racing Association meet. But half of 
its black box went away and it seized. 
Wayne Hamre, of the Central Road 
Racing Club headquartered in Austin, 
Texas, brought another RZ350, mid- 
week, and set a record of 115.327. 
Hamre had to put back all the pieces 
he had off for road racing. Could 
have probably gone faster but found 
he didn’t have enough jets or gearing 
— two things essential at Bonneville. 

William Caterino brought his street 
bike from the Northeast, a Yamaha 
RZ500 obtained in Canada. With the 
head milled for more compression to 
compensate for the elevation at Bon- 
neville, Caterino set arecord of 139.894 
in the P-500cc class on Monday. Sur- 
prised how well the bike pulled, he 
sent home for gearing, and bumped it 
to 145.377 on Saturday. This was on 
an old Kaw triple record belonging to 
“Cheese”’ Lehmberg, a USFRA mem- 
ber, set in 1973. 

DeWayne Stark raised the P-1000cc 
record a couple of mph to 149.389 
with a Kawasaki Ninja.

showed up in the three-wheeler drag 
bikes built by Clupper Racing of 
Coachella. They’ve enjoyed consid- 
erable success at sand drags in the 
Southwest, running with big paddle 
tires in the back. The design of these 
long creations was after a sketch by 
Russ Collins, a friend of the Clupper 
father and son; they utilize the prone 
riding position which is the most 
efficient aerodynamically. Two of 
the three-wheelers ran, and a similar 
two-wheeler which is a new pave- 
ment dragster. Engines are Suzuki- 
1100-based Vance & Hines, and are 
placed between the rider and the rear 
wheel(s). The Cluppers never before 
having run at high elevations, were 
having trouble with jetting, but in 
their best class were only a couple of 
mph off the record by week’s end. 
The most uncommon type of motor- 
cycle entrant was the BMW K100/ 
EML sidecar outfit of Sidecar Restora- 
tions in St. Louis, piloted by Brian 
Casey. Few sidecars have run at Bon- 
neville, and not many of them street 
bikes. Racing sidecars are unstable 
without a passenger, so the road rac- 
ers convinced the SCTA to allow 
sidecars to be the only vehicles at the 
Salt carrying passengers. Officials, 
fearful of a passenger being trapped 


in the chair in case of an accident, ` 


wanted to limit touring sidecars to 





100 mph. This was not what Sidecar 
Restorations had in mind. 

The minimum in the sole sidecar 
class now is 120, and the fastest time 
for a sidecar at Bonneville that I’ve 
been able to find in old Bonneville 
results is Bob Braverman’s 126 in 
1972, with a Kawasaki engine. 

Lengthy conversations witha SCTA 
official spelled out that this bike 
could run as fast as it would, if the 
passenger were protected by car stream- 
liner rules, that is, by a SEMA roll 
cage, fire suit, safety harness, double 
floor and fire extinguisher. Casey got 
a turbocharger setup from Callaway 
in New England, and gearing from 
Germany. A nose was faired into the 
sidecar, and some of the angles filled 
in. 

After an initial run of 123, for a 
while everything they did to the bike 
made it go slower. Also,it proved to 
be overgeared, not easy tochange ina 
shaft drive bike. They tried the gears 
out of another K100 they brought, 
but found the fastest was fourth gear 
of the special setup on the sidecar 
bike. A freon hookup cooled the inter- 
cooler. And for the final mile or two 
per hour, they inserted a motel towel 
into the very bad (aerodynamically) 
headlight recess of the RS’ fairing, 
covered that with racer tape, and suc- 
ceeded in going over 130 mph.

When one of Utah's brief afternoon 
thundershowers rolled through, one 
rider looked up and asked wishfully 
if there wasn’t enough water down 
here already. Jorgensen and his assis- 
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sen set up a great series of sections. 
The loop changed dramatically as it 
climbed the canyon. At the bottom, 
the terrain was almost desert-like. As 
the loop climbed up Santaquin Can- 
yon, it became much more alpine 
with pine forests in cool shade. The 
stream sections in the middle were 
about as close to the Scottish as most 
of us will ever come, with cascading 
streams in boulder-strewn creekbeds. 
It was section 14, known as Pivot 
Rock, that might also be nicknamed 
“Tracy’s Revenge.” It started with a 
three-foot vertical step onto a rock 
about five-feet square. A 90° jerk 
pivot to the left and a hop off the 
undercut rock would set you up for 
the off-camber step up onto the next 
large boulder. Another drop off, this 
rock points you into a couple of 
small boulders that led to the floater- 
pivot past a steep slab. The landing 
area for the hop off of this rock area 
was off-cambered onto soft dirt. Pivot 
Rock was not cleaned all day and 
only three riders, Bakgaard, Sweet and 
Ryan Young, scored less than three 
points on any ride. Riders’ comments 
point out what a great job Jorgensen 
did in selecting the sections. 

The Sportsman class had the tight- 
est finish that anyone present could 
remember with Fantic-mounted Steve 
Clark winning the class. Clark and 
second place finisher Jeff Kingsford 
turned in total scores of 33 after 
riding three loops of 10 sections. Both 
these riders had 16 cleans, five 1s, 
three 2s and four 3s. The deadlock 
was broken by going to “farthest 
cleans” and it was Clark winning the 
gold. Kingsford is last year’s WTA 
champ, so it was a thrill for all the 
local members to see him ride his 
Can-Am to such a strong National 
finish. Beta rider Dan Olson, another 
WTA member, finished third in front 
of a hometown crowd by edging 
Kelly Echterling on 1s. 

The Senior Class Championship 
for 1985 was decided here in the final 
round. Charles Mallow of Oklahoma 
rode away with the title on his Yamaha 
on the strength of a second loop score

of four points. This was the best loop . 


score turned in by any of the Support 
classes, and it allowed Mallow to win 
aclosely-contested fight between him- 
self, Robin Farmer and Dale Malasek. 
Farmer finished second in Utah with 
Malasek third. 

Yamaha-mounted Wiltz Wagner 
defeated Fantic rider Jerry Young by

Toland drives Cycle 
Tune to 24-hour win

ROSAMOND, CA, SEPT. 7-8 


Cycle Tune Racing survived an early crash 
and came from far behind to win the WERA 
24-Hours West at Willow Springs Raceway 
on an essentially-stock Yamaha FZ750, cov- 


ering 2017.5 miles in what 
started out as the fastest-paced 
24-hour race in American his- 
tory. Team Performance Ma- 
chine and their Kawasaki Ninja 900 
crashed late in the race but held on to 
finish second, with Crossroads Rac- 
ing’s stock FJ600 Yamaha from Vic- 
toria, Texas third. 

Reigning Champions and 1984 24- 
‘Hours West winners Team Hammer 





set the opening pace with one-minute, 
3l-second lap times (fully seven 
seconds a lap faster than the opening 
pace last year) and led the first three 
hours before crashing; Hammer even- 
tually crashed three times in two 
days, sent two riders to the hospital 
and retired with structural motorcy- 
cle damage. WERA National Endu- 
rance Series points leaders Cycle Tech 
Racing threw a chain while running 
a close second during the third hour,

came back to a 20-lap lead, then 
retired with a broken connecting rod 
and destroyed engine during the 17th 
hour. Of 16 teams starting in the 
disappointingly-slim field, only one 
didn’t crash or encounter major 
mechanical problems during the 
drama-laden event. 

Riding with Cycle Tune co-owner 
Dennis Smith (his partner is Terry 
Newby) on the winning motorcycle 
were Nick Ianatsch, Malcolm Hill, 
Kevin Clark, Lance Wollery and Team 
Hammer’s Doug Toland, who joined 
Cycle Tune as an alternate rider after 
Team Hammer retired. Team Per- 
formance Machine’s Ninja was rid- 
den by Carry Andrew, sidecar racers 
Pat Dunn and Bill Davidson, Eric 
Van Marter, Scott Strehlow and 
Richard Moore. Crossroads Racing’s 
pilots included Pat Williams, Ken 
Morgan, Scott Bernal, Brian Flores 
and David Donald. 

Toland was the Man of the Day 
(and night) at Willow, riding 90 
minutes for Team Hammer at the 
start of the race and riding seven of 
the final 18 hours of the race for Cycle 
Tune. Toland turned 1:31s on Team 
Hammer's Moriwaki-framed GS1150 
Suzuki, then came back to turn low 
1:32s on Cycle Tune’s FZ750 during 
daylight and just nick into the 1:32s 
during the night. Toland’s hours of 
riding Cycle Tune’s FZ750 (which is 
stock except for an aftermarket ex- 
haust system, a front slick and sus- 
pension modifications) included four 
hours at night and dragged the team 
back into contention following their 
early-race crash. 

Toland started for Team Hammer 
(co-riders Russ Paulk, Tim O’Ken- 
nedy, Dave Schlosser, John Ulrich 
and alternate Kevin Monahan) on a 
bike hastily patched together follow- 
ing a crash in Friday afternoon prac- 
tice; a countershaft bearing had seized 
as alternate-rider Dave Sadowski 
entered turn one; the rear wheel locked 
and Sadowski crashed. He broke both 
feet. 

In sharp contrast, Bill Foster and 
his Cycle Tech Racing had an un- 
eventful Friday practice, encounter- 
ing no problems with their GSXR750 
Suzuki, as usual. Joining Cycle Tech’s 
roster of Dave Aldana, John Kocinski, 
Joey Osowski and Dave Zirkle was 
local ace Earl Roloff. 

Kocinski jumped into the lead off 
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Cycle Tune co-owner Dennis Smith 
led the six-man winning team. 





the start and led the first several laps, 
with Toland second and Smith third. 
On the third lap Toland sailed past 
Kocinski, who pulled in behind 
Toland, the two running around the 
track nose-to-tail and often side-by- 
side at 1:33s; Kocinski passed Toland 
entering turn one on the fifth lap; 
Toland did the same to Kocinski on 
the sixth lap and picked up the pace. 
Kocinski got sideways exiting turn 
three, trying to stay with Toland, and 
by the eighth lap Toland was into the 
1:3ls and using already-lapped traf- 
fic to leave Kocinski behind. At the 
end of an hour Toland was 50 seconds 
ahead of Kocinski and had lapped 
third-place Smith. 

By the time Roloff took over from 
Kocinski and got on the track, Toland 
had built Hammer’s lead to one lap 
and 25 seconds. That was down to 
one minute, 15 seconds after Toland 
pitted and a pit marshall delayed 
Paulk’s departure due to traffic in the 
pits; Roloff worked down Pauilk’s 
lead to less than 30 seconds before 
handing the Cycle Tech bike over to 
Osowski. 

Osowski had just taken over at two 
hours, 30 minutes when the chain on 
the Cycle Tech’s bike broke entering 
turn one; Osowski pushed the bike 
into the pits and Foster discovered 
that the broken chain had bent the 
clutch pushrod; Cycle Tech’s crew 
would have to make a new rod out of 
a shift linkage since they had no 
spares. 

Meanwhile, Cycle Tune’s Malcolm 
Hill had gotten sideways over off- 
camber turn six and crashed; repairs 
took about 30 minutes. 

All of which left Paulk, at the end 
of the third hour, 13 laps ahead of 
now-eighth-place Cycle Tech Rac- 
ing and seven laps ahead of the now- 
second-place Johnson and Woods 
Motorcycle Salvage Racing Kawasaki 
GPz750 (ridden by Scott Johnson, 
Gary Tatsumi, Kenny Kopecky, Chris 
Crowell and Bob Reinen) and the 
now-third-place modified FJ600 
Yamaha of the Santa Barbara Riders 
Endurance Team (ridden by Marty 
Sharpe, Tom Sharp, Ron Sharp, Fred 
Eiker and Chuck Pace); Johnson and 
Woods and Santa Barbara Riders 
were on the same lap. Paulk got the 
pit board to come in for gas and rider 
change, and never came around; he 
crashed exiting turn two, breaking 
his collarbone and severely damag- 
ing Team Hammer’s Suzuki. » 

By that time Team Performance 
Machine was in fourth place, four 
laps behind Johnson and Woods and 
Santa Barbara Riders; in the first 
hour Performance Machine, Santa 
Barbara Riders, Thornton Racing’s 
RZ350, Group 86 Racing's Ninja 
900R and Johnson and Woods swap- 
ped positions before their pit stops 
started. ı- wa iaa

The Team Works Racing GPz600R 
(riders Peter Carroll, Marcus Falley, 
Mike Reynolds, Dean Leone, Don 
Canet, Brent Ross and Don Parker) 
had already lost four minutes in the 
pits by the end of the first hour, and 
then lost a lot more time repairing 
damage incurred when Leone ran off 
the track and crashed in turn eight. 

The Bartel'’s Harley-Davidson 
Blockhead entered in the Heavyweight 
Superbike class (ridden by Ron Bar- 
tel, Nigel Gale, Terry Maves, Bill 
Bartel, Rich Doney, Mike Gale and 
Steve Fleming) crashed out in the 
first hour; Nigel Gale had pitted with 
shifting problems and Ron Bartel 
took it out, ran wide in turn one, and 
fell off. Later in the event, Mike Gale 
would crash out a second Bartel’s 
Harley-Davidson, entered in the 
Heavyweight Production class, suf- 
fering a broken leg in the process. His 
brother, Nigel Gale, had already 
defected to ride the Santa Barbara 
Riders FJ600. 

That Santa Barbara Riders FJ600 
led overall at the end of the fourth 
hour with 136 laps; Johnson and 
Woods was second, also with 136 
laps; and on-the-gas Cycle Tech was 
in third with 134 laps, just ahead of 
the Crossroads Racing FJ600 and 
Performance Machine Ninja, both 
with 133 laps. Thornton Racing had 
blown an engine when a reed valve 
broke and was ingested; the engine 
swap took only 38 minutes but find- 
ing and curing an ignition problem 
took another hour; they were back in 
12th place. Team Hammer was 10th 
with 125 laps; Cycle Tune was 14th 
with 120 laps. 

Santa Barbara's run out front ended 
in the fifth hour when Marty Sharpe 
crashed in turn five in the first of 
what would be several wrecks for the 
team, including one that saw Nigel 
Gale break his foot; their final crash 
would come eight minutes before the 
finish and put them firmly into the 
DNF column despite their pushing 
the bike across the line. 

So Johnson and Woods controlled 
the race at the end of the fifth hour, 
with 172 laps to Cycle Tech’s 168; 
Cycle Tech had pitted again with 
brake problems. Performance Ma- 
chine and Crossroads Racing were 
third and fourth, both with 167 laps. 
(Performance Machine was usually 
faster on the track, but Crossroads 
pitted less frequently for gas.) Team 
Hammer was ninth with 153 laps; 
Cycle Tune was 12th with 143 laps. 

By the end of the sixth hour, Cycle 
Tech had cut Johnson and Woods’ 
lead in half, 207 laps to 205; Perfor- 
mance. Machine had 201 laps and 
Crossroads was back in fourth with 
197 laps, on the same lap as, the 





Yamaha 550 Vision entered by Long 
Beach Yamaha and ridden by Bill 
Fennessy, Craig Beecher, Craig 
Huber, Jeff Kratka, Steve Dilalloand 
Curtis Adams. The Vision had an 
exhaust leak caused by a broken head 
pipe stud, but was still running fairly 
well; the team would survive a night- 
time crash but end up retiring with a 
blown engine Sunday morning. Team 
Hammer had suffered another long 
pit stop to replace carburetors (a float 
broke in one carb); that was followed 
by a third serious crash, this time by 
Dave Schlosser in turn five; the three 
crashes had used up the team’s supply 
of major components and the frame 
was broken and the front end bent; 
Team Hammer called it quits, know- 
ing that any hope of winning the 
National Endurance Championship 
for a third year was gone. 

Cycle Tech had the lead by the end 
of the seventh hour, in the dark, at 
240 laps to Johnson and Woods’ 239, 
and from that point until the fateful 
17th hour all Cycle Tech did was run 
out front, cruising toward an appar- 
ent crushing victory and a clinching 
of the 1985 championship. But To- 
land and Cycle Tune were charging 
up through the field, already in eighth 
place with 211 laps, 29 laps behind 
Cycle Tech. An hour later, Toland 
had cut the gap between Cycle Tech 
and Cycle Tune to 27 laps; Cycle 
Tech led with 274 laps; Cycle Tune 
was sixth with 247 laps. Johnson and 
Woods were second at 272, with Per- 
formance Machine (264), Crossroads 
(260) and Long Beach Yamaha (259) 
following. 

By the end of the ninth hour, with 
Toland in the pits, Cycle Tech pulled 
two more laps on Cycle Tune, back 
up to 29. But by the end of the 10th 
hour, with Toland riding again, the 
gap was cut back down to 26 laps, 
Cycle Tech leading with 342 laps, 
Cycle Tune fifth with 316 laps; Per- 
formance Machine was second with 
330 laps, and Crossroads was in third 
place with 322 laps and a new alter- 
nate rider, John Ulrich. 

At night, nobody could touch 
Toland; he rode back-to-back sessions, 
stopping only for gas, and by the end 
of the 11th hour Cycle Tune was in 
third place with 354 laps, 21 laps 
behind Cycle Tech’s 375 laps; Per- 
formance Machine was second with 
362 laps; Crossroads was fourth with 
353 laps. 

Johnson and Woods had encoun- 
tered problems. From leading the 
fifth and sixth hours and holding 
second the seventh and eighth hours, 
the team encountered problems with 
engine blubbering and a flat spot in 
the rpm range during the ninth hour. 
When the problem kept getting.worse

and the bike would barely run at any 
rpm, mechanics chased it through 
the ignition system, replacing the 
pickups, coils, coil wires. Nothing 
worked. Finally a mechanic spotted 
the problem: The carburetor float 
bowl vent tubes were routed into the 
engine breather catch tank, and were 
submerged in oil blown through the 
breather. With the bike running well 
again, Johnson and Woods started 
playing catch-up from fifth to third 
place. Once there, they’d encounter 
slipping clutch problems and a 
tightened-up lower end. Following 
an engine swap, the team had more 
clutch problems caused by a missing 
piece lost in the swap. They finally 
would finish sixth overall. 

Toland had to rest occasionally, 
and, when he did, Cycle Tech gained 
back a lap during the 12th hour; 
Cycle Tech led with 410 laps; Per- 
formance Machine was second with 
392; Cycle Tune third with 388; 
Crossroads fourth with 383; Johnson 
and Woods fifth with 381. But when 





Toland burst back onto the track for 
the 13th hour, he cut Cycle Tech’s 
lead to 14 laps when Cycle Tech pit- 
ted with no lights (Foster quickly 
found the problem) and put two laps 
on Performance Machine to take over 
second place, 438 to 424 to 422 laps. 
Crossroads held fourth with 416 laps 
despite losing a light and stopping to 
install a new one borrowed from 
Team Hammer. 

With Toland and Cycle Tune’s 
second-fastest rider (Smith) in the 
pits for rest, and as Cycle Tune 
changed tires, Cycle Tech gained 
back five laps in the 14th hour, and 
Performance Machine pulled up on 
the same lap, 1.2 seconds behind as 
the hour ended. Johnson and Woods 
were fourth, 0.3 seconds ahead of 
Crossroads. An hour later, Cycle Tech 
stretched the lead to 21 laps, 514 to 
493; Cycle Tune held second over 
Performance Machine’s 490 laps and 
Crossroads’ 482. 

Cycle Tune gained back a lap on

Michaud scores seventh 
win in Finland

Thierry Michaud won his seventh World 
Championship trials this year when he was 
victorious in the Finnish round of the series. 
With seven wins and two seconds, barring 


disaster, Michaud, has the world 
title firmly within grasp as 
defending champ Eddy Lejeune 
once again managed second, 
some 12 marks behind Michaud. 
Britain’s Steve Saunders turned in 
another magnificent third place ride, 
and though second overall in the ser- 
ies is within his grasp, the chances of 
him dislodging Lejeune are remote. 
The ninth round of the 12-event 
series was held at Espoo, just outside 
Helsinki, a venue used for many 
years. But while the general area was 
familiar, the sections were all totally 
new and caused some problems. 
Heavy rain in the morning com- 
bined with green, slime-covered rocks 
brought the trial to a standstill, with 
those early riders suffering five after 
five as they struggled to master the 
slippery rocks. Their problems caused 
some long lines to form through the 
first lap and it was only on the second 
circuit that the sections developed 
into good, challenging hazards. 
Michaud was the absolute master 
of the trial with nobody else even 
close to challenging him, proving so 
consistent with Japs only. two marks 





different. John Lampkin and Tony 
Scarlett were close at the end of the 
first lap of 22 sections but on the 
second John lost out and dropped 
from eighth to a lowly 14th, a result 
that he can hardly have been pleased 
with. Scarlett stayed seventh in a nail- 
biting battle with Diego Bosis, but it 
was probably the excellent ride of 
Finn Peter Jahn which caused the 
biggest upset when he took fifth place. 

Eddy Lejeune was the naughty boy 
in Finland when he was stopped by 
the police for speeding, apparently 
timed at 93 kph (57 mph) ina 50 kph 
(31 mph) zone. The Belgian was 
escorted away from the finish line for 
a reprimand, much to the fans dis- 
gust, with the latest news being that

RISK

John Kocinsk1 is the only aspir- 
ing Superbike star I’ve ever 
seen get in shaving-cream fights 
with a young girl at three con- 
secutive races. Kocinski is 17, looks 
about 15, sometimes acts about 14; he 
stands five feet, five inches tall and 
weighs 118 pounds, and says he hopes 
he doesn’t grow any bigger. He fig- 
ures he’s just the right size to be a 
professional motorcycle racer and 
that’s what he’s sure he’s going to be. 
If it sounds like John Kocinski is con- 
fident, that’s right. But he’s confident 
without being cocky, at least not in 
public. Meet him and the first thing 
that comes to mind is that he’s one of 
the nicest, untainted, innocent kids 
ever seen around a race track. The last 
time a boy like this was near road 
racing was in 1977, and his name was 
Freddie Spencer. 

During the week, Kocinski attends 
a Catholic boy’s high school in Little 
Rock, Arkansas. He wears a tie every 
day; unless he earns A’s and B’s, his 
parents won’t let him race. 

But underlying all that niceness is 
a layer of raw aggression that only 
shows once Kocinski is zipped into a 
set of racing leathers and snaps down 
his helmet visor. Once on a bike; he 
looks like he’s been riding motorcy- 
cles a long time, and he has; 13 years 
to be exact. He first sat on a dirt 
tracker at age four; he started road 
racing at age 13; he won AMA Ama- 
teur championships on a Honda 
MT125R atage 13, 14and 15, in 1981, 
1982 and 1983. He’s raced a VF750F 
Interceptor in AMA Superbike races 
with a best finish of fifth place at 
Mid-Ohio. He’s also ridden a TZ250 
Yamaha, and won the AMA Formula 
Two race at Brainerd, Minnesota 
over the Labor Day Weekend. John 
Kocinski has to be taken seriously as 
a road racer, as best shown by the fact 
that he raced with Wayne Rainey for 
the lead at Brainerd, before Rainey’s 
RS250R broke; Kocinski beat reign- 
ing AMA Formula Two Champion 
Don Greene for the win. 

About that aggression: Kocinski 
doesn’t cut anybody any slack on the 
race track, and has a tendency to stuff 
and cut in on lapped riders in WERA 
National Endurance Races. One pilot 
at Road Atlantic in August was ready 
to find Kocinski and tear his head off 
before his friends calmed him down; 
the rider in question outweighed 
Kocinski by about 100 pounds and 
was incensed that Kocinski had used 
him for a berm in the back section. 

Kocinksi is also brave. If the bike 
he’s riding isn’t working just right, 
Kocinski will ride it hard anyway, 
chattering and sliding through turns, 
trying to go faster and faster. Cycle 
Tech Racing’s GSXR750 wasn’t work- 
ing very well at Nelson Ledges in 
practice before the 24-hour; Kocinski 
was seen trying to put the recalcitrant 


„Suzuki through the corner at the end 








of the backstraight in top gear, and 
he did it; the only catch was that his 
motorcycle wasn’t on the ground 
past the apex of the corner. Two full- 
lock swaps anda miracle later, Kocin- 
ski made it to the next turn, with two 
giant skid marks showing where he'd 
been. The next lap, he downshifted 
for the corner. 

For all his experience, Kocinski 
lacks experience. What I mean is, 
sometimes he does stupid things. But 
John Kocinski never does the same 
stupid thing twice; as for experience, 
the endurance ride he landed with 
Cycle Tech Racing earlier this year 
will probably turn out to be the best 
thing that ever happened to him, 
because he’s been getting serious track 
time at races all over the country, in 
all types of weather conditions. At 
Road Atlanta he was on slicks when 
it started to rain, slowed down about 
15 or 20 seconds a lap, and rode past 
the pits each lap looking at the Cycle 
Tech crew and pointing at the sky, as 
if to ask, ‘why am I out here on 
slicks?’. It was the type of rain that 
comes and goes, and the last thing 
Cycle Tech's crew wanted to do was 
stop for rain tires just as the rain 
cleared up. Meanwhile, Team Ham- 
mer’s Russ Paulk — also on slicks — 
was pulling away from Kocinski at 
an ever-increasing rate; Paulk knew 
what slicks would and wouldn't do 
in the rain, and what parts of the 
track were slippery when wet and 
which parts weren't. 

Kocinski eventually sort of figured 
it out at Road Atlanta, but it was easy 
for observers to bet he’d never be a 
threat in rain. 

A couple of weeks later, at notor- 
iously-slippery-when-wet Blackhawk 
Farms in Illinois, the same thing 
happened. Only this time, Paulk 
crashed half a lap away from pitting 
for rain tires, and Kocinski never 
came in for rains at all — on the most 
slippery wet track in America, Kocin- 
ski lapped as fast as anybody on rain 
tires and got away with it for almost 
an hour before finally sliding out 
twice in two laps and pitting. But 
slide-outs or no, the John Kocinski 
seen at Blackhawk was far-different 
from the John Kocinski seen at Atlan- 
ta a few weeks earlier; his perfor- 
mance demonstrated the ability to 
learn quickly as well as a terrific 
sense of balance. 

Wherein lies the key. 

At the Willow Springs 24-Hours 
West, I was watching Kocinski and 
another young charger go at it, run- 
ning an endurance race at a fantastic 
pace. I was impressed, and I said so to 
the man who happened to be stand- 
ing next to me. He guffawed, and 
allowed as his son was better than 
both, offering as evidence the lap 
times his son could turn at Willow. 

He may be right... today. But 
what about next week, next month, 
next year; what about two years from 
now, or three, or five? 

Absolute lap times and performance 
at one track — say Willow Springs — 
aren'tas important as rate of improve- 
ment and overall performance at a 
wide range of tracks, especially at 
tracks new to the rider in question. 
Kocinski had ridden at Willow 
Springs once before, and the 24-hour 
was his first race there. 

John Kocinski is 17 years old. John 
Kocinski is just starting to figure out 
what he can and cannot do. John 
Kocinski is soaking up experience 
and knowledge and weaving it in 
with his ability, and his peak is still 
years and years away. John Kocinski 
is better today than he was yesterday; 
what he can do today is not as impor- 
tant as what he’ll be able to do tomor- 
row; who can beat him here and now 
isn’t as significant as who he'll be 
able to beat in the future. ®

Cycle Tech by the end of the 16th 
hour, 548 to 528 laps; that 20-lap lead 
held until Cycle Tech’s Suzuki deve- 
loped a knock while Aldana rode. 
Aldana pitted and said that Cycle 
Tech’s race was over; Foster added oil 
to the engine and sent Zirkle out, and 
the bike immediately threw a rod, 
which sawed the engine cases almost 
completely in half. 

Cycle Tune was secure in first 
place by then, and thought briefly 
about taking a stab at Team Ham- 
mer’s 24-hour-race record mileage of 
2025 miles. That effort was aban- 
doned because calculations showed 
that the pace would have to be dan- 
gerously hot for the remaining hours. 

Performance Machine’s second 
place was also secure by then, despite 
a during-the-night crash, and third 
place was decided in favor of Cross- 
roads’ trouble-free ride when John- 
son and Woods swapped engines. 
Team Works was likewise secure in 
fourth overall, ahead of Team St. 
Louis, which actually was a team 
organized by Ron Lawson to ride his 
Honda VF500F Interceptor, joined 
by regular Team St. Louis member 
Gaines Desloge and Californians Dave 
Scrima, Don Warren and Wayne 
Akire.

Kight lands CRC 
Sunrise win

It took three motos to do it, but Jimmy Kight 
took the overall victory in the 80cc Stock 
Beginner class at the final round of the IRC/ 
California Racing Club Tri-Race Series here 


at Sunrise Cycle Park. 

In moto one, Cody Shipley 
and John Peterson shot off the 
line together and went elbow 
to elbow for over two laps. In lap 
three, Peterson went down and got 
up in fifth, as Ben Phalen slipped 
into second followed by Jimmy Kight. 
There were no changes and they fin- 
ished the moto that way. There was 
some interference with the start of 
moto two, but Peterson, Shipley and 
Phalen came off the line together and 
stayed tight until the middle of the 
lap, when Shipley and Phalen col- 
lided and both went down. Kight 
took the lead in lap threeand wenton 
for the win, but someone filed a pro- 
test and forced a rerun of the entire 
moto. On the third start, Kight took 
an immediate lead and was never 
headed. Phalen chased Kight for the 
entire moto without success. Jeff 
Lewis, who DNF the first moto, stayed 
in third all the way. Shipley came 
back in fourth. Even after moto two 
was thrown out, Kight still took first 
overall, Phalen got second, and Ship- 
ley salvaged a third. 

Dan Laumbach quickly pulled 
away to what appeared to be a com- 
fortable lead at the start of the first 
125cc Beginner moto. Lance Levitt 
was close enough to shoot into the 
lead at the end of lap one when 
Laumbach missed the last turn, but 
on lap four, Levitt blew a turn, allow- 
ing both Laumbach and Dann Little 
to get by. Little and Laumbach 
swapped the lead a few times until 
the last lap when Little flew by 





Laumbach to take the first moto win. 

The start of moto two was a copy of 
the first, but Laumbach quickly puta 
comfortable distance on the pack. 
While Levitt and Little got into a 
major battle for second, Laumbach’s 
suspension went bad and he fell out 
of the running, barely able to finish 
the race. Little seemed to be on his 
way to an easy win when he crashed 
and lost a number of places. Levitt 
moved to first and quickly finished 
the race and took first overall. Char- 
lie Flippen added a fourth anda third 
to come out second overall and Little 
scraped together a third. 

The 500cc Pro winner, Greg Zit- 
terkopf, simply powered his Honda 
to the overall lead and disappeared to 
the checkered flag, easily winning 
both motos. In moto one, Johnny 
Ray leaped his H/T-Racing Kawa- 
saki to an early lead of the 125cc Pros. 
Todd Campbell, on a KTM for Mal- 
colm Smith, got by about midrace 
and Mike Kell put his O’Neal Kawa- 
saki past Ray about a half lap later to 
fix the finishing order. Intermediates 
Jeff Mabery rocketed to a command- 
ing lead early in the moto and stayed 
there, leaving Jeff Capt and Sean 
Blanchard to squabble over second. 
Capt prevailed and finished second 
and Blanchard got third. 

The second moto was anticlimactic 
for the Pros with Zitterkopf, Camp- 
bell and Kell all repeating their first 
moto performances. The blazing race 
was between Mabery and Blanchard. 
Blanchard was only inches ahead 
from the start through the end of lap 
one before Mabery passed him at the

start of the second lap and rode 
wildly to keep Blanchard just behind 
him for the rest of the race. Blanchard 
tried every way to get the lead back 
but just couldn’t do it. He won the 
war, though, since he earned enough 
points at second overall to take the 
series from Mabery by three points. 

Mabery and Blanchard were back 
at each other’s throat in the 250cc 
Intermediate race. Mabery came out 
of the first turn at the start of moto 
one about one bikelength ahead and 
held not much more than that mar- 
gin for the entire moto, beating Blan- 
chard across the finish by half a 
length. 

Round two started just as fiercely 
as Blanchard barely beat Mabery off 
the line for an early lead. The two 
were joined in the dogfight by Tim 
Hanna, who had also run third in 
moto one. Blanchard held the lead 
until the middle of lap two when 
Mabery went high in a hairpin, 
squared the corner and dove across 
the track under the tight-turning 
Blanchard. Mabery opened upa major 
lead — almost two bikelengths —and 
Blanchard was left with an elbow- 
to-elbow battle with Hanna. Mabery 
held on to the lead and took the win 
and first overall for the day. 

Brenda Comer took the lead in 
moto one of the Women’s class. Mindy 
Smith tried to close the gap late in the 
race, but Comer kept lapped riders 
between her and Smith to get the win. 
Moto two was a little closer and the 
constant pressure from Smith caused 
Comer to get a little sideways in the 
deep whoops, which was all the break 
Smith needed and she went past 
Comer for the moto win and first 
overall. e

Molder doubles at 
Black Hills MX

RAPID CITY, SD, AUG. 25 
Honda-mounted Dave Molder 
rode to the overall victories in 
the 250 and 500cc Pro divisions 
at today’s Borderline Racing 
Association (B.R.A.) motocross at 
Black Hills Speedway. The tricky, 
tight, hard-packed course has a new 





whoop section and a little mud left 
over from an earlier rain. In the 125cc 
Proclass, LeeVern Berry walked away 
with both motos aboard his Kawa- 
saki KX125. 

The 125s led off the day’s action, 
with Berry quickly taking charge of 
moto one. Behind him, Henry Jor- 
don fought to hold off Joel Henry, 
Virgil Randall and Mark Mueller, 
while Berry began to string out his 
lead. By the halfway mark in the 
moto, it was evident that no one 
would even stay close to Berry as he 
played out front by himself. While 
trying to fend off the three chargers 
behind, Jordon went down in the 
mud, leaving Henry and Mueller to 
fight for second. They swapped the 
position back and forth until Henry 
briefly lost control, and Mueller 
moved into second. Henry regained 
his composure and caught Mueller, 
but couldn’t get by before the check- 
ered flag came out. Berry took an easy 
win with Mueller, Henry, Randall 
and Chris Rader rounding out the 
top five. : 

In the second moto, Berry again 
took the lead on the opening lap and 
continued to pull away until the fin- 
ish. His lead was so big by the half- 
way mark, that he stopped beside the 
track and took a drink of a spectator’s 
soda. Henry and Mueller were back 
again fighting over second, but this 
time Henry was riding flawlessly. 
The battle went down to the wire, 
and Henry came away with the better 
position this round. Berry’s win gave 
him the overall, with Henry’s (3-2) 
good for second overall ahead of 
Mueller. 

Molder found only one rider able 
to give him a run for the lead in the 
250cc Pro class, that being Curt Hyde. 
In round one, Hyde and Molder bat- 
tled the entire way for first, with 
Molder getting on top early. Hyde 
stayed right behind Molder and press- 
ed all the way to the last few laps, then 
surprised Molder by slipping under- 
neath in a turn for the lead. Molder 
came right back over the bridge table- 
top and flew by Hyde to take the 
lead. Hyde tried to retake the lead, 
but time ran out as Molder took the 
win ahead of him. 

Round two saw Hyde take the 
holeshot with Molder, Randall, 
George and Bendigo behind. Molder 
immediately went to work on Hyde 
for the lead, and before long Hyde 
broke under the pressure. Molder 
pressed into the lead, and all Hyde 
could do was hang on in second and 
hope for a mistake by the leader. That 
mistake never came, as Molder went 
in for the second moto and overall 
win ahead of Hyde. Bendigo and 
Ulrich again battled for third, but 
this time Bendigo got the show spot 
at the wire, and it gave him third 
overall ahead of Ulrich. 

In Open Pro action, Molder found 
the competition in the form of Lynn 
Hyde, Curt’s brother. In round one, 
Molder took the lead from the start 
and motored around out in front vir- 
tually unchallenged. Lynn Hyde was 
up in the lead on the opening lap, but 
went down on the front straightaway 
as Molder applied heavy pressure. 
Lynn Hyde picked himself up in 
dead last, then began to pick his way 
through the pack. Late in the moto, 
Lynn Hyde was knocking on the 
door of runner-up Bendigo and in 
the final laps went into second, 
although Molder was long gone. The 
win went to Molder with Lynn Hyde 
second, while behind Bendigo won a 
battle for third against Perry Bicek 
and Ulrich. 

Moto two saw Molder take the 
holeshot with Lynn Hyde on his tail, 
but this round, Hyde was not going 
to let Molder slip away.The duo 
pulled Bicek with them and ran away 











from the pack, as Hyde pressed Molder 
strongly from second and Bicek stayed 
right with them a few bikelengths 
back in third. Three laps into the 
race, Lynn Hyde got his opportunity 
when Molder went wide in a tight 
corner, and the Honda pilot stuffed 
himself inside Molder to take over the 
lead. Lynn Hyde’s reign was short- 
lived, though, as a lap later Molder 
sailed over the infield jumps right by 
Hyde and back out front. Lynn Hyde 
remained on Molder’s rear end, but 
never managed to get back by when 
the checkers came out. Molder went 
home with the motoand overall wins 
with Hyde second. Bicek’s third in 
the moto earned him the same spot 
overall, as Ulrich slipped past Ben- 
digo in the last two laps for fourth in 
` the moto, but Bendigo took the fourth 
overall spot due to his first-moto 
third. 

Danny Hanson came out and dom- 
inated the 250cc B category, winning 
both motos and moving closer to a 
spot in the Pro class, while Gene 
Montgomery stayed in the points 
hunt with a 2-3 second overall ride. 
Glen Goodell grabbed the 125cc B 
overall win by putting a second-moto 
win with his first-moto fourth. Brent 
Sharkey won the first moto but suf- 
fered a terrible start in moto two, and 
spent the whole moto working back 
up to fourth and third overall behind 
Mark Naugle. Kim Ehnes went 3-1 
for the 125cc C overall after first- 
moto winner Dan Feldhaus fell and 
broke his shoulder. Dale Montgo- 
mery took second overall with a 2-3 
tally to top Scott Mann's 4-2 after- 
noon.

Earl Roloff rode his pair of 
Kawasakis to victory in four 
classes at the American Road 
Racing Association’s (ARRA) 
Willow Springs race.

Team Destitute 
wins B.C. 
Four-Hour

WESTWOOD, B.C., CAN, AUG 25 
“It went just the way I wrote 
the script,” said Bruce Cher- 
wonka as his riding -partner, 
Perrie Turner, crossed the fin- 
ish line one lap ahead of second place 
Vancouver Suzuki at the Westwood 
Motorcycle Racing Club’s first endur- 
ance race in a number of years. Two 
classes, Under 600cc and Over 600cc, 
competed for $8000 in prize money. 

From the drop of the start flag on a 
perfect LeMans start, the competi- 
tion was hot. Vancouver Suzuki 
fielded the team of Gary Goodfellow 
and Tom Walther, and they had no 
trouble taking the early lead, ahead 
of Team Steve 'n’ Bill, consisting of 
Steve Dick and Bill Yearwood on a 
GSXR. Rounding out the obvious 
choices for a winner from the first 
hour were the North Shore team of 
Daryl Cornwell and Ken Stobbart 
(GSXR) hot on Goodfellow’s trail. 
Goodfellow started out fast and then 
upped the pace to consistent 1:12s, 
giving him a 40-second lead in the 
first half-hour. Walther was able to 
lay back and when his turn came, he 
ran at steady 1:14s. 

In the Under 600cc class, it was 
Team Faceplant with Steve Crevier 
and Steve Roscoe out front from the 
beginning. Crevier’s biggest rivals, 
Ken LaLonde and Randy Kingston, 
were running a similiar RZ350 at 
similiar times as Team Protech. Gary 
Berge and John Schwarze styled 








themselves as Team Kawboy with a 
600 Ninja. All teams were trying to 
get ahead and build up a lead before 
the first gas stop. This led to the first 
hour looking more like a sprint race 
rather than an endurance, but things 
got much more interesting as the 
teams started to pit for fuel and rider 
changes. 

The stops were quick for most 
teams, with 20-25 seconds being 
common. Some teams were getting 
down to 15 seconds to fuel, change 
rider, lube and get back out. With the 
lap times on the track being so close, 
it was clear that the edge was in the 
number of stops and how quickly 
they could be accomplished. Team 
Lace, Dave Ohitwa and an out-of- 
retirement Ken Hague, had the clean- 
est and quickest pit stops. Their con- 
sistent times and professional con- 
duct netted them third in the Under 
600 and fifth overall, as well as the 
award for best team. 

Problems started to crop up in the 
second hour. Broken fairing mounts 
on the North Shore bike caused Corn- 
well to take a spill in turn three on 
their 60th lap. Cornwell was able to 
limp the bike back to the pits with no 
front brake and minimal steering 
capability, but the team decided that 
it could not be repaired in enough 
time to get back out. After a number 
of position swaps during the gas 
stops, the racing settled down again. 
It seemed that each team had the 
right combination dialed in as the 
lap times stayed steady and gains or 
losses proceeded quietly. 

Ken Botham and Pierce Buck were 
running an RZ350 Yamaha and 
managed to circulate at 1:15s until an 
exhaust pipe came adrift and tossed 
Botham off, ending their hopes to a 
finish. Team Protech suffered a seized 
crankshaft that put them out of the 
running by the midpoint. Various 
other groups suffered glitches in their 
programs. Goodfellow’s group had 
their work cut out for them when 
they stopped for a tire change and 
found that not only did they need 
rubber, but also brake pads, and the 
caliper pilstons were out so far that 
they had to dismantle everything to 
do the job. This amounted to a 14- 
minute stop that totally destroyed 
their lead. Steve 'n’ Bill took over 
with a healthy lead. 

But disaster struck when Yearwood 
lost control of the bike and tossed it. 
A quick call back to the pits for alter- 
nator cover and lever resulted in Dick 
going out on a bicycle with a motor- 
cycle first aid kit to repair the dam- 
age. Their delay was long, and 
although they were out there circu- 
lating at the end, they finished 24 
laps down on the winners.

Bostard, Richards 
battle to PAL

The 250cc Pro moto quickly 
became a two-rider shootout at 
the Police Athletic League 
(PAL) night motocross when 
Terry Bostard (Kaw) and Tony

Richards’ reaction to this was to leave 
the throttle on a little longer and 
hope the berm for the hard left would 
hold. For every lap he needed it, it did 
hold and he held the lead. However, 
with just one corner to go, Bostard 
grabbed a large amount of throttle 
and pulled off a slick pass then barely 
held on through the final corner as 
the two accelerated hard to the check- 
ers. Bostard won the short drag race 
to win. 

In their second moto confrontation, 
it appeared that Richards would have 
an easier time of it as he came out of 
the- first corner solidly in the lead 
with Bostard back in fourth place. 
Bostard got things sorted out and 
began to pick off riders, the first 
being Glenn Harrison (Yam). A lap 
later Bostard gassed his KX past John 
Dauth (Hon) and then began to reel 
in Richards, With two laps to go Bos- 
tard started his passing attempts. The 
first one failed as he had a bad line 
through a soft-bermed right-hander, 
but it was after this corner on the next 
lap that he got a good run out of the 
turn and passed Richards in mid-air. 
Richards went downas he lit and was 
unable to finish; Bostard rode on to 
the win. 

Richards did come back to win in 
the Open Pro class but it was no easy 
victory. John Wells (Yam/Team U.S.) 
chipped away at Richards’ lead in 
moto one and then passed him on the 
high speed straightaway. Wells hung 
tough and blocked all passing at- 
tempts of Richards to get the checkers 
first, while Glenn Harrison piloted 
his YZ toa third. In the second moto, 
Richards left no doubt who was boss, 
and from the drop of the gate he was 
in total command. The ride was flaw- 
less and never under pressure from 
Wells, whose motor didn’t appear as 
fresh and crisp as in the first moto. 
Harrison held steady for another third 
place. 

Duane Hughes was spectacular in 
his first Veteran Master moto. After 
the first corner the riders got sorted 
out, and second behind Hughes came 
Jerry Caton (Hon) then Mike Lane 
(Protopipe/Moto-X Fox/Santa Clara 
Honda/Mntn. Distributing). Two laps 
into the moto Lane displaced Caton 
and closed a little on Hughes,while 
coming up through the pack was 
Phil Douglas (Hon). The race ended 
with Hughes taking the checkers 
ahead of Lane and Caton as Douglas 
fell during his late race charge. In the 





second moto there was no holding 
Douglas back. Douglas took the lead 
as Hughes was right on him but 
could not keep close. Douglas didn't 
make any costly mistakes and Hughes 
couldn’t catch him. However, all 
Hughes had to do was keep Lane 
behind him. He was successful al- 
though at the finish it was close. The 
overall went to Hughes, second to 
Lane and third overall to Douglas.

California Vintage Racing 
Group (CVRC) overall and 
250cc points leader Mike Green, 
aboard the Hap Jones/West 
Coast British 250 Ducati once again 
came home to victory during the 
eighth round of the CVRG’s Cham- 
pionship Vintage Series at Sears Point 
Raceway. 

From the beginning, the day was a 
disaster for some competitors. Points 
leader in the 500cc class, Tom Rie- 
necker, lost the rod on his Wheel 
Works BSA Goldstar, and completely 
destroyed the engine cases, while 
Craig McLean’s 350cc Manx Norton 
magneto went sour. Bud Riddle’s 
Hap Jones/Avon Tyres 350 Ducati 
broke a battery plate, leaving only 
enough juice to run at low rpm, and 
the race hadn't even started yet! When 
race time came around, the 500cc 
class was down to two entries, and the 
350cc class down to one, thus leaving 
no real class for either. 

Dave Walden, on his Triumph 
T100R, along with Mike Green battled 
for the holeshot, but both lost out to 
Dave Troetschler’s 450 Ducati. The 
two-bike 500cc battle was to last the 
entire race, with Walden narrowly 
beating out Troetschler after Troet- 
schler led all but the last lap due toa 
sticking front brake. Not far behind 
was the real battle of the event, in the 











250cc race. Both Mike Giaa aboard 
his F3 250 Ducati, and Fred Mork on 
the Mork Racing 250 Aermacchi 
chased Green’s Ducati. In turn four 
on lap one while the front trio freight- 
trained away, Michele Bisson, on a 
Mork Racing 250 Yetman Ducati, 
made an outside passing move on 
Chris Quinn’s Wheel Works Ducati 
250, while Jim Cooper, aboard the 
only surviving 350 Bultaco, dove for 
Quinn’s inside and sandwiched 
Quinn in the middle. Bisson got 
through and made the pass stick, but 
Quinn left battle scars on the right 
side of Michele's Ducati. Cooper also 
made it through, but unloaded in 
turn two on the next lap while trying 
to go wide around Bisson. 

Canepa tried the entire race to pass 
Green, but didn’t have any success as 
Green out-horsepowered him down 
the straightaways.
